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Greetings, amigos! Welcome to our 11th Annual Hydro Report. As you already know, 
hydroponic growing is now one of the largest and most popular trends to hit the indoor- 
cultivation scene in North America. You can find hydro systems anywhere and every¬ 
where, from closets to warehouses, from commercial ops to plain old-fashioned home 
hobbyists tinkering around. 

But did you know that hydroponics actually dates back over 2,000 years? 

Theophrastus, the ancient Greek botanist and successor of Aristotle at the Lyceum, 
undertook various hydroponic experiments around 300 BC. But it wasn't until well over 
a millennium later that the first published work on growing terrestrial plants without 
soil came out. That book —Sylva Sylvarum by Sir Francis Bacon, published in 1627— 
launched hydroponics into the mainstream, making it a popular research technique. 

In 1699, John Woodward, experimenting with spearmint, found that plants raised in 
less-than-pure water grew better than plants raised in distilled water. This paved the 
way for hydro as we know it, with the term "nutrient solution" being used frequently in 
conjunction with the new cultivation technique. Over a hundred years later, around 
1842, a list of nine elements believed to be essential to plant growth had finally been 
formulated, resulting in the development of sound techniques for soilless cultivation. 
The growth of terrestrial plants without soil in mineral nutrient solutions was then 
termed "solution culture.” 

Today, hydroponics—or "water culture," as it is now commonly known—has 
proven to many cannabis cultivators that water does workl With its name derived from 
Greek origins —hydro meaning "water” and ponos meaning "labor”—the literal inten¬ 
tion of a "labor with water” has translated easily to English and beyond, as growing 
hydro is nothing short of a labor of love for those who endure its wet undertakings. 

Although hydro grow systems are known to be slightly more complicated, they are 
no longer solely for the advanced grower. Hydroponic systems come in all shapes and 
sizes, a few of which are covered in this year's report. And while the techniques may 
vary from system to system, the ultimate strategy has remained the same as well as 
the end goal: to produce those dense, super-potent nuggets of heady goodness. 

This year we tried to change it up a bit for readers, giving a variety of hydro-related 
stories, profiles and information. And, I'm sad to say, this year will mark the first time 
in three years that no grow-a-tree poetry will adorn February's Page Six. Oh well, 
maybe next year! 

Until then, keep the water workin' and stay well.

Diaz is a New York City native who recalls: "Growing up, I got picked on a lot— 
I got mugged in my own high school. So it's kind of funny that I play these thugs." 
He laughs slyly. "I get to do things I never could do." 

These days, Guillermo is a veteran actor who has done a number of terrific 
turns in films like CheLsea Walls, Party Girl and Dirty Love, and he obviously loves 
playing oddballs of all sorts. Because Half Baked has attained stoner cult-classic 
status, the pot community often tabs him as a kindred spirit—and they're not far 
off the mark. But Guillermo says he didn't smoke anything until he reached his 
twenties. "It wasn't for me," he says. "I didn't want to do it and I didn't respond to 
peer pressure. But as an adult, I tried it. I could never act while high, but I do use it 
creatively—especially to write.” 

He freely admits that he upped his usage while doing Half Baked: "With Chap¬ 
pelle— whoa! —that's when I really started." 

There was never any pot smoking on the set, he adds, but later—uh, that was a 
different story. "We were in Dave's room smoking up every night," he recalls. "Es¬ 
ther Rolle, the actress who used to be on Good Times— she's dead now—was in the 
room next-door and kept complaining to the front desk that she smelled pot every¬ 
where. Is it too late to say, 'Sorry, Esther’?"

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HEMP LAWN DOCTORS 

On October 13, activists and farmers attempted to plant industrial-hemp seeds 
on the lawn of the DEA headquarters in Arlington, VA. Their goal was to bring 
the potential for legal hemp farming to the attention of the Obama administra¬ 
tion, as well as to challenge—and ultimately eliminate—the DEA’s current au¬ 
thority over hemp in America. 

North Dakota farmer Wayne Hauge, Vermont farmer Will Allen, Hemp Indus¬ 
tries Association (HIA) president Steve Levine, Dr. Bronner's president David Bron- 
ner, Vote Hemp’s Adam Eidinger, and Isaac Nichelson of Livity Hemp Clothing 
were arrested while digging up the DEA's lawn in order to sow industrial-hemp 
seed imported from Canada. The six protesters used ceremonial chrome shovels 
engraved with the words "Hemp Planting Oct. 2009—DEA Headquarters—Ameri¬ 
can Farmers Shall Grow Hemp Again! Reefer Madness Will Be Buried!” They 
were soon arrested and hauled off to the Arlington County jail. 


After the event, Steve Levine said, "The police didn't seem concerned 
that we were planting hemp. They seemed more concerned with us tearing 
up the lawn." The charges reflected that concern: trespassing and destruc¬ 
tion of public property. The six paid minor fines. (Nice piece of activism, 
everyone. However, some hemp activists were disappointed that the "hemp 
seed imported from Canada" was actually nothing more than sterile, toasted 
hemp seed used for food products.) 

Industrial hemp is a non-psychoactive plant with a THC level below 0.3 
percent. It is farmed throughout Canada, Europe and Asia, but not a single US 
farmer can legally grow this versatile crop—used for food, clothing, body care, 
paper, building materials, auto paneling and more—even though several 
states have passed laws to permit such farming. The DEA, despite its status as 
a law-enforcement agency, is the only government entity authorized to issue 
permits to hemp farmers who seek to grow what is indisputably an agricul¬ 
tural crop. Throughout its 36-year history, the DEA has issued exactly one. 



and the notoriously violent Mexican drug cartels 
based in cities like Tijuana and Juarez. He quickly 
added: “That doesn't mean the link isn't there. 
We just haven't seen it to date." 

According to Taylor, “there is no question that 
drug-trafficking organizations from Mexico, not 
necessarily tied to a cartel, are bringing up peo¬ 
ple, crossing into the United States illegally, and 
using them to grow marijuana in California." 

Translation: Growers with Spanish names are 
growing pot in California in order to make money. 
Some of these people are probably illegal aliens. 


Maybe the times really are a-changing. When 
law enforcement concedes something that the 
cannabis community has been saying for years— 
that the Mexican drug cartels are not involved in 
growing pot in California, Utah, Oregon or any¬ 
where else in the US—maybe we're making 
some progress. 

DEA Special Agent Gordon Taylor, stationed in 
Sacramento, recently said that he has “not seen 
any direct link" between pot growers in California

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OBAMA OK WITH IIIED HI 


The light at the end the tunnel just got a little brighter. In mid-October, the Obama adminis¬ 
tration announced new Justice Department guidelines under which the Feds will no longer 
seek to arrest medical-marijuana users or their suppliers® A memo sent to the DEA, FBI 
and federal prosecutors in the 14 states that allow the use of medical marijuana proclaims 
that federal manpower will no longer be used to prosecute those who are in compliance 
with state and local laws. 

The news was met with guarded optimism in the cannabis community, especially given 
the raids on med-pot dispensaries in Southern California earlier this year, in which the DEA 
either took an active role or offered assistance. The Obama administration also made it 
clear that the Feds will still prosecute those who use medical marijuana as a cover for other 
illegal activities: The memo instructs prosecutors to pursue marijuana cases that involve vi¬ 
olence, the illegal use of firearms, selling pot to minors, money laundering or other crimes. 

One last thing to keep in mind: The memo doesn’t exclude the possibility that the federal 
government could prosecute someone whose activities are allowed understate law. In¬ 
stead, it states merely that “it will not be a priority to prosecute patients with serious ill¬ 
nesses or their caregivers” (emphasis added)—because apparently you still might want to 
leave that option open for the future. 


AMERICANS GRAVITATE TO GANJA 


The results—some 
rather encouraging- 
are now in from the 
2008 National Survey 
on Drug Use and Health 
(NSDUH), conducted 
annually by the Sub¬ 
stance Abuse and Men¬ 
tal Health Services 
Administration of the US 
Department of Health 
and Human Services. 

In 2008, approxi¬ 
mately 20.1 million 
Americans (8 percent of 
the total US population) 
reported using illegal 
drugs in the previous 
month, the same percentage as in 2007. No 
matter how the Feds spin it, overall drug 
use did not decline in the previous year 
whatsoever. Not surprisingly, cannabis was 
the most common illicit drug, used by 15.2 
million Americans in the previous month. 
This means that approximately one out of 
every 15 people that the average person is 
acquainted with, or passes on the street, 
smokes pot. Again, these are the stats for 
regular users; the number of pot smokers 
is even higher when those who’ve partaken 
at least once in the previous six months or 
one year are taken into account. 

These 2008 numbers represent a slight 
increase over the number of regular mari¬ 
juana users in the 2007 survey (5.8 per¬ 
cent), perhaps signaling that those who 
choose to intoxicate are drifting more to¬ 
ward the far more benign (and usually ben¬ 
eficial) marijuana instead of dangerous 
drugs like meth and pharmaceuticals. 

The inclusion of minors in the NSDUH 
should not be ignored, as the number of pot 
users ages 12 to 17 did not change from 
2007 to 2008 (6.7 percent in both 
years). This means the percentage of teens 
using pot is actually slightly higher than the 


general population (the 
aforementioned 6.1 per¬ 
cent of all Americans). 

Alcohol remains our 
“drug of choice,” with 
more than half the popu¬ 
lation describing them¬ 
selves as current users in 
2008, although this was a 
drop from the previous 
year (51.1 percent in the 
2007 survey). Minors use 
alcohol regularly too, but 
not at a higher rate than 
the population as a whole. 

In response to the 
NSDUH, the September 
2009 press release is¬ 
sued by the Office of National Drug Control 
Policy touts the efforts of the National 
Youth Anti-Drug Media Campaign, which 
was created by the Republican-controlled 
Congress back in 1998. Yet despite “the na¬ 
tion’s most visible effort to prevent and re¬ 
duce teen drug use,” the rate of illegal drug 
use among teens only decreased a whop¬ 
ping 0.2 percent (from 9.5 percent in 2007 
to 9.3 in 2008). 

One of the most positive findings in the 
NSDUH—one that pot supporters and hard¬ 
ened Drug Warriors can agree upon—is a 
substantial decrease in meth use, down by 
over half in just a three-year span: from 
731,000 reported users in 2006 to 314,000 in 
'08. Cocaine use also dropped, from 2.1 mil¬ 
lion regular users in 2007 to 1.9 million in 
2008. Hallucinogens, including LSD and Ec¬ 
stasy, were used regularly by just over a 
million people in 2008, closely mirroring the 
'07 figures. And illicit prescription-drug use 
is likewise on the decline, from 6.9 million 
Americans in 2007 to 6.2 million in ’08 (rep¬ 
resenting 2.5 percent of the population). 

Coupled with the rise in pot use, it seems 
that the American drug-taking public is fi¬ 
nally getting its act together.—Mark Miller

SQQ YOU SHOUT! 

On July 1,2003, the US Patent Office is¬ 
sued a patent to Dr. Stuart Mark Berlin 
for the diagnostic use of sweat pro¬ 
duced by the apocrine glands, present 
in the armpit and groin at the root of 
every hair shaft. The patent was granted on the basis of data 
documenting that the evolutionary function of the apocrine 
gland is to concentrate biomarkers from the blood into apocrine 
sweat during various physiologically abnormal states. These 
concentrated biomarkers in apocrine sweat break down into 
volatile components with little heat and bacterial action. 

What does this mean for marijuana users? Simply that a 
new kind of test will soon be aimed at them. Blood tests, 
which can also establish one’s level of marijuana intoxication, 
are not only invasive but impractical to perform in the field; 
they are also a violation of individual rights. On the other 
hand, urine tests—which are also somewhat impractical in 
the field—do not detect THC itself but rather the carboxy 
metabolite that it produces, which is not psychoactive and re¬ 
mains present in the urine for long periods of time. Thus, 
while a positive urine test demonstrates that marijuana has 
been used in the recent past, it does not give any information 
as to the current level of intoxication. 

Apocrine sweat, on the other hand, will concentrate THC 
to five times its current blood level during an intoxicated state 
(as opposed to the eccrine sweat produced by the sweat 
glands on the rest of the body, which does not concentrate 
THC—in fact, it usually has only a small fraction of the THC 
level found in the blood.) This natural concentrating function 
by the apocrine gland means that a non-invasive test for 
acute marijuana intoxication—one that will give immediate 
results in a field setting by testing the thin film of sweat in a 
person’s armpit—can now be made. 

Curiously, the technology for this test is the same as that 
used for urine-based pregnancy tests. Therefore, any company 
that makes such tests can immediately make apocrine-sweat 
tests for THC as well (plus the patent for apocrine-sweat test¬ 
ing is available for immediate licensing). In fact, marijuana 
users themselves might benefit from such a test, in order to 
determine when it’s safe to drive, operate machinery or return 
to work. However, an even bigger segment of the market will 
undoubtedly be parents, employers and law enforcement. 
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The federal government maintains 
that marijuana has no medical value. 
Try telling that to a burn survivor.

We use words like fate , destiny and karma to 
define our life experience, the underlying subtext 
being that our circumstances have been prede¬ 
termined by our actions. Or, more simply put: We 
get what we deserve. 

They’re silly concepts, especially to burn sur¬ 
vivors. More often than not, “destiny” occurs in 
an instant, a horrific collision of random circum¬ 
stances—a spark, materials for combustion, and 
the presence of a human being. Who among us 
deserves such a fate? 

Fire isn't like cancer. A white-blood-cell versus 
red-blood-cell count is nothing but an abstrac¬ 
tion for most of us; we don’t have an understand¬ 
ing of chemotherapy treatments unless we 
undergo them. But we can all relate to fire. We’ve 
all had minor experiences of being burned, and 
we understand the pain that it inflicts. If we en¬ 
counter an individual ravaged by fire, we get it— 
we understand the horror. But it shocks us on a 
visceral level, and so we recoil. 

Still, as many bum survivors have testified, 
fire is the easy part. It’s the recovery that’s the 
real test: weeks of immobility, multiple surgeries, 
and the severe psychological toll as you come to 
terms with your inability to function as you once 
did. In addition to the depression and anxiety 
brought on by disfigurement, bum survivors 
also cope with unimaginable varieties of torment: 
sudden sharp, stabbing pains that result from 
damaged or destroyed nerve endings, throbbing 
muscle spasms, and acute bouts of itching that 
cannot be relieved. 

Naturally, pharmaceutical companies market 
an array of medications to combat anxiety, plus 
every other condition that arises from such in¬ 
juries. Consequently, many bum survivors deal 
with addiction, too. 

Take Matthew Bassion of Nuevo, CA, who suf¬ 
fered bums over BO percent of his body (as well as 
a broken pelvis, femur and fibula) when he was T- 
boned on his motorcycle. He fought off his addic¬ 
tions by using pot. “I definitely feel like a 
recovering addict,” he says now. “They had me on 
morphine and Dilaudid—you can’t function on 
those. I definitely reached a point where I wanted 
them more and more, but I also knew I wanted to 
kick them. Cannabis helped me get off that junk. 

It definitely helps me with anxiety from the acci¬ 


dent, but really, I use it mostly as a pain reliever.” 

Tom McKay lays it on the line: “I wouldn’t be 
here without it,” he says of cannabis. Over 50 per¬ 
cent of his body was burned in a fuel-truck fire. 
When Tom was released from the hospital, he’d 
lost over 50 pounds. Massive medication had 
sapped his appetite. His doctors recommended a 
diet of 5,000 calories per day, but Tom could 
barely look at food until he acquired a medical 
recommendation for pot. He slowly began to re¬ 
build his body, and now says he hasn’t taken a 
pill in four years: “I smoke a bowl and, 10 minutes 
later, I’m ready to eat!” he reports. “Cannabis 
helps you look at things differently, to see the 
lighter side, which helped with my recovery, too.” 

Childhood bums are especially devastat¬ 
ing—as the body grows, the scar tissue stretches 
and requires surgery. Albert Santiago was 


scalded in a bathtub accident when he was 18 
months old. “I stopped taking all those prescrip¬ 
tions once I started smoking at 15. Now it’s only 
green for me,” he says. “A lot of people don’t un¬ 
derstand my life. It really helps me—it’s a good 
thing, and it will really help if people open their 
eyes and stop judging people.” 

For former movie stuntwoman Alisa Christen 
son, whose memoir Gimp (illniverse) chronicles 
her ordeal, pot was definitely not on her agenda 
for pain management—at first. “I was a wine- 
and-cigarette girl,” she laughs. “I never smoked 
pot prior to my accident.” 

Ironically, Alisa’s injuries weren’t stunt-re¬ 
lated: In a freak camping accident, a spark ig¬ 
nited and melted her sleeping bag—with her in 
it. Later, during one of her surgeries, she suf¬ 
fered a stroke. “For two years, I tried to live with-

out pain meds, be the tough guy, work out, eat 
right,” she says now. “But the pain became 
chronic and ended up doing more damage. Your 
brain slowly becomes used to pain, and it be¬ 
comes chronic. Weed does not stop my pain, but I 
use it instead of Valium, Xanax or the myriad of 
other mood-altering drugs available. 

“My bums are one issue, the stroke another,” 
Alisa continues. “Brain damage caused my anxi¬ 
ety disorder, and weed is the best drug I’ve found 
to calm my nerves—I lighten up, laugh even. The 
effects of one puff are over in an hour, so it’s 
much better than Valium, which lasts four to five 
hours and can knock me to sleep.” 

Five years ago, at age 17, Jeremy Reese, a 
self-described adrenaline junkie, decided to 
climb an electrical tower back home in Win¬ 
ston-Salem, NC, with a couple of buddies. “Long 


story short, I got hit with 335,000 volts and fell 
58 feet,” he recalls. His life became an endless 
treadmill of high-potency painkillers: GxyCotin, 
Dilaudid, Fentanyl and morphine were all pre¬ 
scribed liberally to combat the pain of nerve 
damage. In fact, Jeremy currently holds a pre¬ 
scription for methadone, which has played 
havoc with his appetite and digestion. However, 
his life changed when he tried marijuana. “I 
couldn’t eat—I could take a handful of pills and 
still be hurtin',” he recalls. “But if I smoked one 
joint, I’d be fine.” 

Jeremy’s experience motivated him to be¬ 
come an activist in his home state, and San 
Diego’s Rudy Reyes has been cheering him on. 
Rudy is a powerful, relentless activist (see “Siege 
on SoCal,” HT Dec. ’09) who survived the local 
wildfires of 2003 after experiencing terrible 


bums over 65 percent of his body. Although San 
Diego County has been stridently opposed to 
medical marijuana, Rudy has carried on the 
fight vigorously. A force in local politics, whether 
he’s mnning for various elective offices himself 
or calling out officeholders who waffle on the 
issue, Rudy’s well aware that his appearance 
confers an instant credibility on him. When it 
comes to the availability and benefits of medical 
marijuana, “who would dare to argue with me?” 
he observes. “Who would dare be that uncompas¬ 
sionate?” 

Rudy’s ultimate goal is to be elected to Con¬ 
gress. “It’s not right that someone who goes to 
another state can be arrested for using their 
medicine,” he says. “It needs to be accepted. Con¬ 
gress is the only place where this change can be 
made, so I’m pushing it—I want medical mari¬ 
juana to be available for everyone.” 

Bum survivors are free to speak out on the 
benefits of marijuana, but a nurse working in a 
major urban hospital’s bum unit must do so 
anonymously if she wants to keep her job. Says 
one such nurse: “We medicate victims when they 
come in with morphine or Fetanyl or Vicodan, and 
it’s very effective at first. But a patient can be in 
our unit for months, and they build up a toler¬ 
ance. So they can 
be in severe pain. 
Plus the anxi¬ 
ety—they’re 
stuck in this 
room, and their 
whole life has 
changed. Would¬ 
n’t it be better to 
allow them to use 
a substance that 
eases their anxiety and makes them comfortable? 
Certainly, for us—the nurses—we can give much 
better care to a patient who is pain-free and re¬ 
laxed. How awesome would that be?” 

Ultimately, it’s a quality-of-life issue. Bum 
survivor Glenn Ford, the victim of a fire in a scrap- 
metal yard, has managed to retain his remark¬ 
ably cheerful demeanor despite the hand he was 
dealt—and he cites cannabis as a major factor. 

“I never accepted pills,” he says. “Nothing 
man makes is good for medication. But if God 
made it, how bad can it be? Marijuana helped me 
mellow out, eat more, stay away from the nega¬ 
tive stuff, keep a smile on my face. 

“I’m here for a purpose—I got to do every¬ 
thing I can to get back to where I was,” Glenn 
adds. “It’s a journey that I’m on. Marijuana 
helped me move forward.” ^

Wars, wars, wars... financial 
crises ... tsunamis! Swine flu! 
Friends, the time has come like 
no other to toss thy long hair and 
bang thy head. Do it righteously, 
do it now: Drop the needle on 
Nebula’s Heavy Psyche album on 
the ever-smoking Teepee label 
and let the ride begin .... 

The album’s a heady nose¬ 
dive deep into the most classic 
hard-rock and psychedelic 
strains that you (or, more likely, 
your mom and dad) shook a caf¬ 
tan to back in the day, the short¬ 
hand version being: What if Blue 
Cheer, Hendrix, the Seeds and 
the Stooges mass-jammed with 
Sabbath, Deep Purple, Mud- 
honey and Roky Erickson in a 
swirling, maelstrom-like but 
hard-, harcf-rocking psychedelia 
that didn’t totally bite the bag 
with a lot of patchouli vagueness 
about chakras and tofu, yet did 
compel your inner lunatic to 
gaze hopefully into the strato¬ 
sphere—and beyond.... 

Nebula may have their ears 
tuned to outer space, but their 
feet? Right here on solid ground. 
When they released their first 
album on Teepee back in 1998, 
they called it Let It Burn (which, 
by the way, is being reissued in 
expanded form on vinyl later this 
year). That album was only the 
first in a series of psychedelia- 
aligned power-trio hard stuff by 
the band, which is the brainchild 
of guitarist Eddie Glass (who is 
joined in its current incarnation 
by drummer Rob Oswald and 
bassist-vocalist Tom Davies). 

Nebula formed in 1997 in the 
great, glamorous showbiz 
cesspool that is Los Angeles, ris¬ 
ing phoenix-like out of the smol¬ 
dering ashes of the late, 
sort-of-great skate/garage/punk 
metallisti Fu Manchu. Glass was 
in that band from ’93 to ’96, did 
their first three records, then re¬ 
alized his ideas were growing too 
big for the Fu to accommodate. 

“The Fu Manchu In Search Of... 
record was the pinnacle of what 
we could have continued doing, 
with Hammond B3 organs and 


Moog synthesizers and all this 
weird stuff,” he says. “The drum¬ 
mer, Ruben Romano, and I 
started to bring in songs to re¬ 
hearsal for Fu Manchu—and we 
wrote more songs, listening to 
records, writing more music. At 
the time, Fu Manchu was just 
sort of straightforward guitar, so 
it kinda got boring. So we turned 
it into Nebula.” 

While Glass dug the jammier 
side of the hardcore Fu Manchu 
sound, he wanted to push the en¬ 
tire thing outward, right on up to 
the stars. Nebula's recorded 
yield over the last 10 or so years, 
including the awe-inspiring 
Atomic Ritual (2003) and Apollo 
(2006) albums, has set the bar 
ever higher for a hard rock that 
does in fact expand the mind, but 
in a shrewdly exacting and heftily 
sucker-punching way. Heavy 
Psyches mastery of this aes¬ 
thetic most likely owes its suc¬ 
cess to Glass finally getting the 
most adept and sympathetic 
players he’s ever had, as well as 
to the sheer number of years 
he’s put in boiling down the 
essence of the band’s sound. 

“Every few years, we’ve 
changed bass players, drum¬ 
mers and everything, so it’s the 
same name, but it’s kind of 
changed the sound,” he says. 

“It’s the people you play with 
that make it sound different. 

This is the first record with both 
Rob and Tom on it. I was working 
on eight-track demo versions of 
the songs at home—just 
sketches—and then we worked 
off that. When we tried ’em out 
in the studio, it all came out nat¬ 
urally, really.” 

The album’s a full plate of 
all-killer songs that impress with 
the huge number of ideas packed 
into each, like three- or four- 
minute mini-epics that bang the 
aforementioned head but don't, 
crucially, wear out the ear. The 
songs are tight, no-bullshit slices 
of psychically disorienting head 
rock that, at their best, explore 
the connected roots of the space- 
garage continuum, as in “Little 
Yellow Pill” and its jug-band 
blues intro, or the ethereal glis- 
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Tom, Rob and Eddie 
pass the glass. 


sando guitar auras of the Gong/Step- 
penwolf/Music Machine hybrid “The 
Other Side," or the painterly use of 
guitar sounds that Glass incorporates 
into the opening “Pulse," “Crown of 
Thorns" and “Lead Sky.” 

Nebula's punk-rock early days are 
most likely what separates their 
brand of '60s- and '70s-derived head 
rock from the snoozy, ectoplasmic 
messes of the Grateful Dead or 
dreadful jamband pinheads like 
Phish, String Cheese Incident and 
Leftover Salmon (and what’s with all 
the references to things that stink?). 
The point is that Nebula keep their 
shit short and sweet—wham-barn- 
then stomp boldly off to the next 
gnarly challenge. “Sometimes I ex¬ 
tend the songs," Glass admits, “but 
most of the time, I like 'em short. I like 
songs, you know?” 


licks one little dab at a time. The trick, 
he says, is not to do too much: “I add 
guitar tracks, but not all the way 
through like I used to do. I try to make 
it sparse, using different parts on the 
chorus or bridge or something." 

Heavy Psyches mind-melting gui¬ 
tar sounds emit primarily from 
Glass's two trusty Gibson SG’s, run 
through a huge assortment of effects 
pedals and, more crucially, a variety 
of classic old amplifiers. “I usually 
play the same guitars,” he says, “al¬ 
though there’s a few tracks where I 
play a Fender Jazzmaster. But the 
main thing is, I change amps a lot I 
record with a small Vox, or a Twin Re¬ 
verb on some tracks, a Marshall 50- 
watt or Marshall 100-watt. And then 
all these pedals—I have a fuzz-wah, a 
fuzz-phase, a Fuzz Factory... " 

Heavy Psyche seems to reference 


Stooges, MC5. We started to listen to 
stuff like Gong and Amon Duiil, and 
it’s like you start listening to things 
and trying to make music not as abra¬ 
sive. You’re like, ‘Wow, how do I get 
that sound?’ Turns out it’s dynamics, 
that’s what it is—it’s dynamic .” 

It's also having an imagination for 
the possibilities of sound. On the gos¬ 
samer-pastoral outro to Heavy Psy¬ 
ches “The Other Side,” behind Glass’s 
SG twining though a Twin Reverb amp 
with a phaser pedal, he mixed in the 
actual sound of Saturn's rings, as cap¬ 
tured by the space probe Cassini. “I 
got that from NASA,” he laughs. “It’s 
pretty cool. I was like, 'Wow, man, 
that’s actually the sound of Saturn’s 
rings.’ Spooky!” 

So while you’re gazing at the stars 
with the headphones on, banging your 
skull to Nebula against imaginary

The album's got an urgent direct¬ 
ness to it that sounds like the band is 
making stuff up on the spot—which 
isn’t exactly the case, but it may as well 
be. 'Working with Tom and Rob was 
really great,” says Glass, “because 
over the years, we’ve gotten really tight 
with our instruments. It came together 
really good: We did most of the songs 
in one take to keep what it really 
sounds like live, the energy, the band 
sound. First take—that's the one.” 

After the band members did their 
basic tracks on bass, drums and 
maybe rhythm guitar, everybody left 
Glass alone in the studio to work his 
spectral magic. He augmented the 
tracks with a variety of vintage, old, 
crappy analog keyboards, plus the 
Moog, then applied his artful guitar 


a virtual encyclopedia of hard-rock 
and psychedelic sounds without ever 
slavishly imitating any of them. That’s 
because when Glass was originally 
just another punk-rock kid frying in 
Southern California, his ears were al¬ 
ways on the horizon. 

“I grew up skateboarding and 
playing in garage bands and getting 
all excited and sweaty,” he recalls. 
“We were playing, like, Black Flag and 
Sex Pistols and the Clash. We got to 
write our own songs, just loud guitars 
and drums and kids having fun. And 
then we got more involved with buying 
records and getting seriously into 
music. In your high-school-punk 
teenage years, you grow up and dis¬ 
cover Hendrix and Sabbath and Cap¬ 
tain Beyond and 13th Floor Elevators, 


galaxies far, far away in another time 
long, long ago, you may consider the 
option of enhancing the experience by 
bangin’ ye olde bong. Nebula did, and 
dig what they heard. 

“It’s been a musician’s tool since 
the beginning of time,” says Glass.

“Speaking strictly as a musician, 
it’s cool: It helps you forget about 
problems and just concentrate on gui¬ 
tar playing and getting really involved 
with the music.

night that were very powerful, and 
they weren’t planned,” Touter re¬ 
members. “The first incident hap¬ 
pened onstage with us. We were 
playing this song, ‘Peace Treaty 
Special,’ and in the middle of it, 
Jacob started calling up all these 
[rival gangsters] who, a few 
months before, these people 
would kill each other. But they all 
come together onstage with 
Jakes. And the second incident was with Bob, 
after he call [Manley and Seaga] to the stage at 
the same time. It was really electrifying.” 

Honoring the 30th anniversary of Jacob Miller’s 
death, Inner Circle got together with friends 
Damian and Stephen Marley, Junior Reid, Luciano, 
Slightly Stoopid and Rasta poet Mutabaruka to cre¬ 
ate an old-fashioned roots album that would ad¬ 
dress such global issues as violence, poverty and 
hypocrisy. When I ask them about State of da World, 
they insist that I play the first track. I pop it into the 
CD player, cue it to “Interlude” and listen as Muta¬ 
baruka declares, over a soundscape of keyboards, 
chaos and bullets: 

"Look at the world today, what can we really 
say? Children going astray, where will they play? 
When leaders fight for power , the clock is ticking , 
who knows the hour? Politicians playing a silly 
game , religious leaders doing the same. Now the 
people is to blame , fan the flame , fan the flame. 
People of the world caught between death and de¬ 
struction , caught between politics and religion... 
we need a reality check!" 

For Roger, reggae music and the quest for so¬ 
cial justice are one and the same. “Rebel music, 
reggae music, freedom, freedom, freedom!” he 
proclaims. “That’s all our cry, from Marcus Gar¬ 
vey to ska, of our admission into the human fam¬ 
ily—because we have always felt and been 
treated like we have never been part of the 
human family. The blacker you are, the more 
worthless you are; the lighter you are—the estab¬ 
lishment and the status quo, you can get a good 
choice. To me, we have made great strides. At 
least now, when a man in America cannot deny 
that education is the biggest criteria to put him¬ 
self forward and skin is not to hold him back— 
Barack Obama; if you are educated and you can 
conduct yourself, you can go to the highest office 
of the land. So things have changed.” ^

“If Michael Jackson smoked weed, he’d still be 
alive today!” declares Ian Lewis as Inner Circle 
arrives at the HIGH TIMES offices, a little red-eyed 
after their flight from Miami. 

Though known primarily for their 1987 
crossover hit “Bad Boys,” which was used as 
the theme song for the television show COPS , 
Inner Circle had a long career before someone 
at the Fox network thought that armchair Amer¬ 
ica might find it entertaining to sit and watch 
people getting arrested while they ate dinner. 
Ian, along with his brother Roger, formed Inner 
Circle in Kingston, Jamaica, in the late ’60s 
while the two were still in high school. In the 
’70s, they teamed up with the inimitable roots 
singer Jacob Miller, creating a string of memo¬ 
rable hits that included the classic “Tenement 
Yard.” (If you want to see this lineup in its prime, 
track down a copy of the seminal 1978 Jamaican 
reggae movie Rockers, as their performance of 
this number is the film’s highlight.) Miller died 
in a car accident in 1980, right before the band 
was to embark on an American tour supporting 
Bob Marley and the Wailers, but Inner Circle re¬ 
grouped a few years later in Miami and has 
since kept the core band of the Lewis brothers 
on bass and guitar and Bernard “Touter” Harvey 
on keyboards. Their studio, Circle House, has 
recorded the likes of Alicia Keys, Mariah Carey, 
Lauryn Hill and P. Diddy. 

Considering that their biggest hit is synony¬ 
mous in this country with getting busted, I ask 
them about the police in Jamaica. 

“The police only deal with weed on two lev¬ 
els,” Roger explains: “big-money level, or if they 


want to harass you. In Jamaica, them don’t need 
no probable cause.” 

“Sometimes, the police put up their own 
roadblock,” Ian adds. “They want some money. 
There was a Canadian man went back to Canada 
and said Jamaica has the best system he ever 
seen, where you pay for your ticket right on the 
road! Ya have to understand something: The po¬ 
lice in Jamaica, their pay is very small, so in a 
day, if he can hit five, six people ... every man 
have to survive.” 

It’s no surprise, for a band who made their 
name in the highly competitive Jamaican music in¬ 
dustry of the mid-'70s, that marijuana was an ever¬ 
present ingredient in their recording sessions. 

“In Jamaica, the man used to say: ‘The vibe is 
nice and the studio cloudy,'” Ian remembers. “The 
studio was cloudy because before any session, a 
man would light the chalice and set the vibes in 
the air. That’s the blessing. A lot of people say it 
lowers sperm count=-l can tell you about 200 of 
my dread friends have about a million kids, so I 
don't know which doctor they talking to.” 

One of the high points of Inner Circle's career 
was their show at the One Love Peace Concert in 
1978, wherein Bob Marley attempted to bring to¬ 
gether Jamaica’s two warring political factions, 
the socialist People’s National Party, headed by 
Michael Manley, and the conservative Jamaican 
Labor Party, headed by Edward Seaga. The event 
was actually the brainchild of two rival gangsters 
who acted as a ghetto paramilitary force for the 
two factions, Bucky Marshall (PNP) and Claudie 
Massop (JLP).

Pop and pot from Atlanta, GA. By John Fortunato 


Atlanta retro-rockers Gringo Star have certainly faced their share of minor 
tribulations along the dusty, weed-fueled path to underground success. In 
fact, right before reaching the HIGH TIMES office, the free-spirited multi-in¬ 
strumentalists got pulled over upon entering New York City. It seems the bo¬ 
hemian Southerners innocently made an illegal right turn at a midtown red 
light. Luckily, they were able to weasel their way out of the traffic ticket—es¬ 
pecially since, moments earlier, they had cooked up some weed and had to 
hide the pungent fumes with a few timely cigarettes. 

Nick Furgiuele, who formed Gringo Star with his younger brother Pete 
and his best friend, Pete De Lorenzo, recalls a few other close encounters 
with the law: "Once, I drove overnight from New Orleans to Texas. Then, Matt 
[McCalvin, recruited to fill out the lineup] took over driving at 9 a.m. and got 
pulled over immediately by two George W. Bush look-alikes. They were defi¬ 
ant cowboys asking if we were doing drugs. They searched and spilled shit, 
found a cup with discarded peanut shells, opened our cooler with the rotten 
food—but didn’t find the weed stored in it.” 

The cops ultimately let ’em go, but not before threatening to get search dogs. 

There was also the time they got busted on the streets of Hollywood, out¬ 
side an Interpol concert. "We circled the block looking for a parking space,” 
Nick says. “We got pulled over, and the cops said the van smelled like weed.” 

Pete De Lorenzo adds, “The cops told us we were in a high transvestite 
and prostitute area. They went into the van with searchlights looking for 
prostitutes, but it started raining, so they left.” 

Finally, Nick harks back to the time they were pulled over in Little Rock, 
AR, by an overeager cop working as a part-time musician. "They said we had a 
cracked windshield,” he says. "The cop looked inside the vehicle, saw the instru¬ 
ment cases and said, ‘I play in a classic-rock cover band.’ He tried to relate to the 
music. Then he looked me in the eye and goes, ‘You got pot in this car?’ I said no. 
They searched, but if you deny it until the end, they usually say, ‘Screw it!”’ 

When Gringo Star’s foursome aren’t getting hassled for minor offenses, 
they’re delivering some of the finest melodic rock you’re likely to come 


across. Their eclectic blockbuster debut, All Y'all, collects a baker's dozen of 
the egalitarian ensemble's favorite numbers, including a punk-thrashed ver¬ 
sion of Lee Hazelwood’s “Rebel Kind.” 

Though time-honored ’60s relics such as the Animals, Kinks and Beatles 
come to mind when perusing All Y’all, the Furgiuelles & Co. also have a soft 
spot for the rhythm-and-blues artists of yesteryear, extending beyond the ob¬ 
vious choices like Motown and Stax. Perhaps that’s due to their grandfather, 

Ed "Dr. Jive” Mendel, a well-respected Georgia DJ who went on to promote 
high-profile live shows at Columbus Municipal Auditorium during the 1960s. 

Pete Furgiuelle confides: “My grandfather was a big promoter of rhythm 
and blues. He started out as a disc jockey, opened a few record shops and 
managed bands. He knew Sam Cooke, Otis Redding, James Brown and 
Jackie Wilson.” 

According to Pete, Aretha Franklin once fell off the stage drunk and tried 
to sue Mendel. 

Once our conversation is done, I offer to drive the band downtown, back to 
where their van is parked, right outside the night’s venue. 

It's a compact Manhattan club called Pianos, and it’s filled to capacity for 
Gringo Star’s 50-minute set highlighting All Y’all’s best tracks alongside a few 
well-chosen earlier songs. Pete De Lorenzo, who’s been sick all day (and 
missed our interview session), steps up first with a restive “I Will Not Follow,” 
then heads for the drums as McCalvin goes from second guitar to singer-pi¬ 
anist on the edgy “No Man.” Nick takes over for a few Brit-accented power- 
pop numbers before younger sibling Pete serves up the searing ax-burner 
“Up and Down.” 

When they finally return to Atlanta, the Furgiuelles are looking forward to 
celebrating their homecoming with some Shishkaberry, a smooth and fruity 
marijuana strain that’s seemingly all the rage in Georgia these days. 

“Yeah, we’ll likely be hitting it, all right,” De Lorenzo confirms. 

Such is life these days for a struggling American band traveling the 
crowded highways in a hazy, smoke-filled van. ^ 
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This Is Your Country On Drugs: 

The Secret History of Getting High in America 

RYAN GRIM 

(Wiley) 

Every stoner either remembers them clearly or has 
stared at them on YouTube in red-eyed disbelief— 
those egg-in-a-frying-pan commercials: “This is 
your brain. This is your brain on drugs. Any ques¬ 
tions?" In his new book, Ryan Grim enthusiastically 
raises his hand and shouts: “Pick me! Pick me!" And 
he's hardly sitting in the back of the class. 

This Is Your Country cleverly probes the question 
of why we're a nation that clearly prefers to keep its collective brain on 
drugs—if not in one form, then another—and also the effects that pref¬ 
erence has had on our society from its very beginnings. 

Savvy stoners normally have some facts stashed under their bongs 
about drug-policy history, culled from the numerous books that have 
been written and sourced on the subject time and time again, but Grim's 
history is loaded with facts that have often been overlooked. He writes: 
“While the standard drug narrative begins in the oh-so-wild late sixties, 
let's not kid ourselves. Future Americans were getting obliterated on 
their way to the continent, and perhaps no decade has witnessed as 


much better living through chemistry as the 1890s, a time 
when the movement against alcohol ushered in a buffet of 
modern highs." 

Grim's take on the swells of the temperance move¬ 
ment in the nineteenth century and the production of new 
synthetic highs is a great jaunt into a past that becomes us. 
“Human behavior is very difficult to change,” he notes. “So 
if Americans all of a sudden stopped getting drunk, what 
did they do instead? They tended to their families. They 
prayed. And yes, they labored. But they also got high." 

Grim provides us with lots of examples from the mid- 
1880s, such as when the Parke-Davis Company boasted 
that cocaine could “supply the place of food, make the cow¬ 
ard brave, the silent eloquent" and “sold cocaine kits com¬ 
plete with a syringe." Or when, in 1898, Bayer 
“trademarked the wonder drug Heroin because it made 
people feel heroic." 

From the ridiculousness of Reefer Madness to the delusional un¬ 
dertakings of DARE, Grim's history of drugs in America is both an ex¬ 
ercise in empathetic anthropology and an expose of American drug 
policy and its subsequent effects on the rest of the world. In a journal¬ 
istic style that both informs and intrigues the reader, Grim analyzes 
the full spectrum of players involved in the current debate, from gov¬ 
ernment agencies like the CIA and DEA to lobbying groups like his for¬ 
mer employer, the Marijuana Policy Project—and, of course, the 
Partnership for a Drug-Free America, the geniuses who laid that infa¬ 
mous egg.— Mary Ought Six

Watch Me Fall 

(Matador) 

Memphis’s Jay Reatard has 
been in about eight million 
bands, including the legendary Reatards, 
which he started as a teen; the synthy, New 
Wave garagers Lost Sounds; metal hellions 
Evil Army; and the almost brutally unlisten- 
able Final Solutions. In 2006, Reatard went 
solo with Blood Visions, the cover of which 
showed him soaked in blood and wearing 
what looked like a diaper. To be honest, I fig¬ 
ured the contents of the record would be on 
par with the contents of the diaper, because 
by the time artists (especially those in the 
“harder” genres) get around to billing them¬ 
selves under their own names, they usually 
have run out of shit to say and people to play 
with and are basically just stroking it like 
Clarence Carter—only you don’t have to tell 
them not to “stroke so fast,” because 
they've already slowed down to the pace at 
which oatmeal drips from a spoon. 

So I didn’t buy it, but now I will, because 
Reatard’s second full-length, Watch Me Fall, 
shows that he only retarded his speed while 
turning up the dial on his Cap’n Crunch-y 
power-pop licks, ADD-brief song structures, 
and lyrics that bleed fury and dissatisfac¬ 
tion. Standouts include the rager “Before I 
Was Caught” and the sky-blackening power 
ballad There Is No Sun.” Some of the songs 
get a little same-y, and the production is un¬ 
fortunately balls-free, but this guy can turn 
any track into a heart-ripper live, so re¬ 
member that while you're trying to match 
his stroke.—Polly Watson

The Death of Bunny Munro 

(Faber & Faber) 

Twenty years have passed since 
Australian alpha-punk turned 
middle-aged artiste Nick Cave announced his liter¬ 
ary aspirations with And the Ass Saw the Angel. And 
if his latest novel had been made into a movie (as 
originally intended), it may have been an even 
longer wait. Just as well, because the lurid es¬ 
capades of Bunny Munro, a sleazy, sex-addicted 
door-to-door salesman, probably would have never 
made it onto the screen in the form described here. 
When his clinically depressed wife commits sui¬ 
cide, a shell-shocked Bunny takes his withdrawn 
and precocious son, Bunny Jr., on an odyssey 
across southern England, hoping to school him on 
the best ways to sell and manipulate women. 

Since this is Nick Cave, one shouldn't expect 
subtlety from the results. Generously ladling on 
the crass sexual fantasies and cartoonish depic¬ 
tions of suburban decadence, Nick certainly rams 
home the descent-into-hell metaphor any way he 
can, even providing the exploits of a devil-suit- 
wearing serial killer as a counterpoint to Bunny’s 
predatorial journey. It’s like watching a Tex Avery 
animation of a Charles Bukowski poem; the exag¬ 
gerated surrealism of the settings makes for en¬ 
tertaining but hardly profound reading. And 
because Cave is ultimately a proud parent, pater¬ 
nal sentiment does rear its ugly head in a climax 
that bears a strong resemblance to the film All 
That Jazz, albeit replacing the latter’s devastating 
cynicism with an unlikely piece of redemption. Ulti¬ 
mately, Munro is a pretty shallow (if initially in¬ 
triguing and amusing) character, and Cave makes 
a mistake in ascribing nonexistent depth to his 
story.—Justin Hampton 


THE ALIENS 

Luna 

(Birdman Records)

Luna throws down the psyche 
gauntlet from the outset with the 
album’s opener, a multi-movement, 10-minute- 
plus paean called “Bobby’s Song,” which sounds 
like a more vibrant Moody Blues bringing a bevy of 
swirling instruments to bear (including harmonica, 
accordion and otherworldly keyboards) in hailing 
“joking, toking, smoking Jones.” 

This Scottish group features three former mem¬ 
bers of the Beta Band, including founding guitarist 
Gordon Anderson, who had to leave the band’s first 
EP, when he was overtaken by demonic possession. 
(Doctors suggested schizophrenia brought on by a 
steady diet of hallucinogenic drugs.) Electroshock 
and pharmaceuticals didn’t help Anderson, but a 
pair of Christians managed to save him, and when 
the Beta Band broke up five years ago, two of its 
members reunited with Anderson for the Aliens’ 
2007 debut, Astronomy for Dogs. 

This follow-up forges even bigger tapestries of 
grandiose pop, fluttering psych and the kind of odd¬ 
ball, kitchen-sink arrangements that one could ex¬ 
pect from the Beta Band. Their joyous widescreen 
aesthetic wanders among horn-abetted raves 
(“Magic Man”), gets “lost inside the chasms of my 
mind” on the undulating, folk-tinged epic “Billy 
Jack,” and promises to get high on bright, bound¬ 
ing, Sgt. Peppers- style Beatles pop (“Sunlamp 
Show”). It’s a tour de force delivered with plenty of 
melody and an unhurried, mind-expanded sense of 
wonder. Luna isn’t well suited to listeners who de¬ 
mand a strong sense of direction, but for those who 
enjoy lying on their back and watching the clouds 
roll by, it’s an album full of strange nooks, deep 
crannies and imaginative adventure.—Chris Parker

At the 2008 Boston Freedom Rally, there was 
electricity in the air. The talk of the town was 
Question 2, the state's first marijuana-decrimi¬ 
nalization ballot initiative, and there was one 
rallying cry that captured the hope and deter¬ 
mination of everyone on the Common and rang 
out over and over, loud and clear, throughout 
the day: No cuffs for cannabis. When I sat in my 
office the following week, editing the footage 
from the rally, I could think of no more fitting 
title for my potcast. 

Then, on Election Day, that electricity coa¬ 
lesced into a streak of lightning that struck bal¬ 
lot boxes all across the great Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Because of that resounding 
victory—and because it was the rally’s 20th 
anniversary—everyone knew this past Sep¬ 
tember’s event would be one to remember. So I 
was honored when MassCann president Keith 
Saunders invited me back as a speaker. 

Arriving in Boston late on Friday night, I 
headed straight for the Middle East club in 
Cambridge, where MassCann’s annual pre¬ 
party and awards show were well underway. 
There I found the usual cast of characters: 
NORML founder Keith Stroup, Miss HIGH TIMES 
2007 Sarah Newton, Mike Cann, rapper DJ Slim, 
pop rockers Prospect Hill and, of course, my 
bud-tokin’ Bostonian buddy, Danny Danko, who 
immediately commandeered me to the stage. 

“There you are, Bobby—just in time,” he 
said. “You have to come onstage with me and 
accept this award.” 

“Cool.... What's the award for—Best 
Media, like last year?” 

“No, Best Rally Video. This award isn’t 
just for HIGH TIMES—it’s for you.” 

I was pretty high, so it took a moment to 
sink in.

So 
instead, I got to introduce my friend Paul Sauri- 
ni, producer of Marijuana Radio —after I had my 
own moment in the spotlight, that is. 

“When I stood on this stage one year ago, 
there was a question on everyone’s minds,” I 
shouted. “That was Question 2. Well, guess 
what? We got our answer, and thanks to all of 
you—thanks to your passion, your determina¬ 
tion—nobody here has to go to jail today!” As 
the 30,000-strong sea of stonerdom before me 
let out a thunderous cheer, I was simultane¬ 
ously filled with great pride, humility and exhil¬ 
aration. It was truly awesome. 

After the rally, we walked over to the 
Boston Tea Party—the private VIP smoke-out 
held in an undisclosed loft space. There, the 
day's organizers, speakers and performers 
kicked back and celebrated a job well done 
with—well, with shit-tons of weed, what else? 
There were also some delicious tainted treats 
being circulated, including powerfully peanutty 
canna-butter cups that laid some of us out cold 
by the end of the night. 

I awoke from my cannabis coma the next 
morning in a panic, realizing that I was late for 
a very special appointment—I was meeting my 
HT colleagues for a barbecue brunch at the 
home of a true icon of the marijuana move¬ 
ment, Dr. Lester Grinspoon. I’d met the good 
doctor briefly the day before, and he’d invited 
us to visit him and his wife Betsy at their beau¬ 
tiful home in Wellesley.

Despite everything else I’d experi¬ 
enced that weekend—all the cannabis I’d con¬ 
sumed, the people I’d partied with, the cool 
trophy I’d been awarded, even the adoring roar 
of the crowd—it was the warmth and praise of 
this brilliant, soft-spoken scholar that gave me 
the greatest high. Thanks, doc... and thank you, 
stoners of Boston.

Tom Waits Meets Super-Joel 

The ultimate prankster pranks all with tales of his Mafia heritage. By Paul Krassner 


In my 1993 autobiography. Confessions of a Rav¬ 
ing, Unconfined Nut: Misadventures in the Coun¬ 
terculture, I described Joel Tornabene as “an 
unheralded Yippie organizer known as Super- 
Joel. His grandfather was Mafia boss Sam Gian¬ 
cana.” But Super-Joel had dropped out of the 
family business; instead, he let his hair grow 
long and distributed LSD. 

The intelligence division of the Chicago 
Police Department warned Giancana that 
Super-Joel shouldn’t hang around with me. The 
cops were telling the Mafia that / was a bad 
influence. It could've been worse: The FBI had 
planned to “neutralize” comedian/activist Dick 
Gregory by alerting the Mafia to his verbal 
attacks on the crime syndicate. 

Super-Joel once told me: “If it wasn’t for 
acid, I with my Sicilian ancestry and you with 
your Jewish ancestry, we would never have 
become such close friends.” And he kissed me 
on the forehead. But that was okay—it meant 
love now, not murder. 

After he was arrested during the 1968 
counter-convention, I wrote that “Super-Joel’s 
indictment was dropped when an attorney for 
Giancana managed to persuade them that not 
only did Super-Joel come from a socially 
prominent family’ in Chicago, he was also men¬ 
tally incompetent to stand trial.” 

But then, in 2006,1 learned from Joel's sister 
Fran that “our grandfathers were a Sicilian doc¬ 
tor and a Norwegian-lrish carpenter. I can’t 
imagine how anyone would actually believe that 
Giancana relationship.” I apologized “for passing 
on false information.” 

Fran replied: “I think that Joel must have had 
quite a good time with the ‘Giancana connection’ 
hoax. I was first made aware of this story after 
his death in Mexico in 1993. His attorney came to 
Chicago to meet with my mother and our family. 
He seemed to be quite surprised to see a simple 
middle-class family home in Franklin Park, 
rather than a River Forest Mafia compound. 


“I wasn’t aware of the extent of this story 
until [rock drummer] Prairie Prince, who I know 
Joel was close to for years, asked me a few years 
ago which side of the family was Giancana. Since 
then, I’ve seen your tale regarding his being 
moved to the ‘unindicted co-conspirator' list due 
to the ‘grandfather connection.'” 

I’m embarrassed to admit that I believed this 
story simply because Joel was extremely con¬ 
vincing when he told it to me. I was a profession¬ 
al prankster who got pranked himself. And I’m 
not the only one who was fooled. In a radio inter¬ 
view, Tom Waits was asked, “Who's Joel Torn¬ 
abene?” And he answered: “He’s in the concrete 
biz. Mob guy. He was the grandson of Sam Gian¬ 
cana from Chicago. He did some yard work for 
me, and I hung out with him most of the time. He 
died in Mexico about five years ago. He was a 
good friend of [producer/composer] Hal Wilner, 
and he was a good guy. He had an errant—I 
don’t know how to put this—he used to go 
around, and when he saw something he liked in 
somebody’s yard, he would go back that night 
with a shovel, dig it up and plant it in your yard. 

“We used to get a kick out of that. So I 
stopped saying, ‘I really like that rosebush, I 
really like that banana tree, I really like that 
palm,’ because I knew what it meant. He came 
over once with twelve chickens as a gift. My wife 
said, ‘Joel, don’t even turn the car off. Turn that 
car around and take those chickens back where 
you found them.’ He was a good friend—one of 
the wildest guys I've ever known.” 

Waits has since written a song—“How’s It 
Gonna End,” on his album Real Gone—that 
includes this lyric: “Joel Tornabene lies broken 
on the wheel....

A new day dawns in Boulder, Colorado. All over the state, a new day of freedom for medical marijuana is at hand. 








For years, California struggled alone to maintain a viable program of access to medical marijuana for patients in need. But now 
Colorado has entered the fray. Demonstrating resolve and unity, the Rocky Mountain State is moving forward vigorously to 
ensure that its flourishing dispensary scene continues to bloom. Story S lotos by Dan Skye 


In the long struggle to free the cannabis plant, there have been few 
watershed moments. Most of our time has been spent battling legislators 
and law enforcement and countering the government-funded propaganda 
machine that soils the best efforts of activists. Victories like the passage 
of Proposition 215 in California, which paved the way for patients to ac¬ 
quire cannabis medicine, have been few and far between. And when 
politicians have offered statements of support—such as Obama's recent 
declaration that federal authorities will be easing their war on medical 
marijuana—they have proven to be little more than political posturing. 
The recent raids on Southern California dispensaries, carried out with the 
blessings of the DEA, have borne this out. 

Occasionally, however, an authentic moment of change occurs. For Col¬ 
orado, that moment came in July 2009, when hundreds of medical-mari¬ 
juana patients and activists showed up to attend a state Board of Health 
hearing on the question of whether to limit medical-marijuana suppliers to 
helping only five patients at a time. Obviously, if such a proposal passed, 


safe access to medicine would be made difficult at best—and impossible at 
worst—for thousands of patients in the state. 

Colorado passed Amendment 20, which cleared the way for legal med¬ 
ical marijuana, way back in the 2000 election. However, state residents 
were skittish about implementing a program, and the Bush administration 
quickly proved to be no friend of cannabis, so the few dispensaries that did 
exist operated quietly and out of sight. But over the past year, a seismic 
shift has occurred. Perhaps heartened by the promise of a supposedly 
kinder, gentler Obama administration, good news is always met with a 
"wait and see" attitude., Colorado suddenly became the new hotbed for 
medical marijuana. At the beginning of 2009, only 5,000 Coloradans had ap¬ 
plied to the state registry of patients over the preceding nine-year span. 

But by July, that number had more than doubled—and there were predic¬ 
tions that, by the end of the year, the total number of registered medical- 
marijuana users would exceed 15,000. The dispensary scene exploded 
simultaneously. 
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possession and distribution of marijuana. Why? As 
a caregiver, she had never met the patients for 
whom she was providing medicine. In his opening 
brief, Corry wrote: “An analogy is a pharmacist 
who dispenses medicine manufactured by a drug 
company: there is no need for the individuals who 
produce the medicine at a drug company far away 
to personally meet the patients who ultimately 
use the medicine. Any contrary rule unreasonably 
restricts a beneficial, life-saving medicine from 
those who need it to survive but who are incapable 
of producing it on their own, and unreasonably 
punishes those like Ms. Clendenin who gener¬ 
ously help suffering people.” 

There's little doubt that of all the outstanding 
questions on the medical-marijuana scene, it’s the 
dispensaries that have politicians most perplexed. 
California is proof of that: Scores of communities in 
the state have imposed zoning laws to stem their 
proliferation—the NIMBY (“not in my backyard”) 
mind-set in action. But at present, the dispensary 
scene in Colorado is still growing. Attorney Rob 
Corry once again cites state law, which clearly as¬ 
serts that “No person, including a patient or pri¬ 
mary care-giver, shall be entitled to the protection 
...for his or her acquisition, possession, manufac¬ 
ture, production, use, sale, distribution, dispensing, 
or transportation of marijuana for any use other 
than medical use.” As Corry points out, “The term 
'dispensing' certainly implies that a dispensary 
would be the logical place to dispense medicine.” 

As 2010 gets underway, Colorado is well on 
its way to becoming a medical-marijuana super¬ 
power, with at least 100 to 150 dispensaries ex¬ 
pected to be up and running by the end of 2009. 


So when the state Board of Health made over¬ 
tures on curbing the phenomenon, the Colorado 
medical-marijuana community showed up in force 
to protest. The result? After 12 hours of testi¬ 
mony—with some of the most persuasive state¬ 
ments coming from war veterans—the proposal 
was rejected. Fiscally sound government was also 
a factor in the decision: Citing the nationwide re¬ 
cession, the state health department’s chief med¬ 
ical officer, Ned Calonge, expressed concern about 
using state funds to regulate medical marijuana at 
the expense of other public-health programs. 

Since July, there have been other triumphs as 
well. Jason Lauve, a patient who uses cannabis for 
the severe pain he suffers as the result of a skiing 
accident, was charged with felony possession of 34 
ounces of pot. Colorado’s medical-marijuana law 


states that a patient 
may be in possession 
of only six plants and 
two ounces; but 
Lauve was sifting his 
plants fortrichomes 
to be ingested with 
food, and the law also 
stipulates: “For quan¬ 
tities of marijuana in 
excess of these 
amounts, a patient or 
his or her primary 
care-giver may raise 
as an affirmative de¬ 
fense ... that such 
greater amounts 
were medically nec¬ 
essary to address the 
patient’s debilitating 
medical condition.” 

Lauve's attorney, 
Rob Corry, who has 
been at the forefront of medical-marijuana legal 
battles in the state, argued brilliantly that this 
was exactly Jason’s case, making it clear that the 
burden of proof doesn’t lie with the patient; 
rather, it is the state’s responsibility to prove that 
the amount of medicine a patient possesses is 
excessive. Jason was acquitted of all charges in 
August. Jury members told the media that Jason 
could have had “a ton” of pot and they still would 
have voted to acquit him. 

Corry is also handling the appeal of Stacy 
Clendenin, who was convicted in 2006 of felony

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THE CHEESECAKE LAW 


When you've sold nearly half a million me¬ 
dicinal mini-cheesecakes over the course of 
a decade, it's pretty clear that you've earned 
the name of "Cheesecake Lady." Jessica 
LeRoux calls it her nom de tour (as opposed 
to nom de guerre ), because she's a self-de¬ 
scribed rock'n'roll fanatic and a fixture on 
the music-festival circuit. In fact, Jessica's 
got a fan base all her own, because she was 
baking up a storm long before the legaliza¬ 
tion curve hit Colorado. 

"I'm already providing over a dozen dis¬ 
pensaries with my products," she says, "and 
I've got about nine more on the waiting list." 

It’s pretty clear why the Cheesecake 



But the boom hasn’t occurred without a few 
problematic questions cropping up, the most glar¬ 
ing one being: “Where is all this pot coming from?” 

It’s a question that Todd Young and Andy Orr 
must address. They’re co-owners of the Therapeu¬ 
tic Compassion Club in Boulder. Todd and Andy 
scrupulously follow state law to the letter and 
maintain a very strict membership (referral only) 
in order to maintain security while at the same 
time providing everyone with their proper share of 
medicine. “We have a limited supply of medicine, 
and we can only handle our patients,” Todd says. 
“Otherwise, we’d be forced to go to the black mar¬ 
ket, and so would our patients.” 

Ernie Travis of Boulder Vital Herbs has barely 
been able to keep up with his new clientele, which 
has grown exponentially via word of mouth. “My 


biggest challenge has 
been keeping meds on 
the shelf,” he says. 
“When I started this 
business, I could only 
legally grow 24 plants, 
so I had to buy a lot of 
my meds. Now that 
people have gotten to 
know me, they've 
made me their care¬ 
giver. So I can now 
grow more. Right now, it’s my No. 1 stress. The 
other challenge is dealing with all the misinforma¬ 
tion out there. I spend way more time explaining 
laws than I do explaining different strains.” 

Truth be told, dispensaries that shade the 
truth in order to keep their profit margins high 
spread much of the misinformation. Kathleen 
Chippi, who runs One Brown Mouse in Nederland, 
gets downright angry when patients come into her 
store and tell her about dispensaries who have in¬ 
formed them that, in order to purchase medicine, 
these patients must sign exclusive agreements 
naming the dispensary as their primary caregiver. 

“It’s a blatant lie,” Kathleen fumes. “Patients 
can go anywhere they want. It's ridiculous that 
people are being told that they need a member¬ 
ship in order to buy medicine.” 


Lady is in demand: Her treats are beyond 
delectable. The cheesecakes come in a vari¬ 
ety of flavors—peanut butter, chocolate, 
blueberry, caramel, raspberry, chocolate 
chip, plus combinations of each—and she 
also produces 10 different flavors of 
cannabis-laced chocolates that will rock 
anybody’s world. Her secret is making sure 
that the potency is uniform in every treat she 
makes. Of course, tastiness is a key factor, 
but she seems to have already mastered 
that requirement. 

"My business has grown astronomically," 
Jessica says, "and at last I’ve found a com¬ 
mercial kitchen that isn’t scared of a baker 
who uses one very special ingredient." 

Over the past Christmas season, the 
Cheesecake Lady donated hundreds of treats 
to a benefit for indigent Colorado patients, in 
order that those on fixed incomes could enjoy 
the holidays properly as well. She is also 
adamant about selling her products only to 
dispensaries that operate their business 
with a moral compass. 

"I've gone into places where I see prices 
of $90 an eighth," she says. "I just turn 
around and walk out. This is medicine—it’s 
not a commodity to get rich."

PATENTS’ CHOICE AWARD WINNERS 

Last fall, the Colorado medical community gathered to judge the high 
point of Rocky Mountain State buds. At the Oriental Theater in down¬ 
town Denver, private growers and dispensaries offered up 25 prime 
specimens of Colorado’s finest to be judged by registered medical 
patients. Crunchberry, an indoor indica grown in soil at 8,500 
feet, ran away with the top prize. Grand Valley Co-op took top 
honors for Crunchberry, and also took second and third place ^ 

with entries of Bruce Banner and Hawaiian Indica.

Even worse is the fact that some dispensaries 
are engaging in downright unscrupulous prac¬ 
tices. Jacob Lill of Medical Cannabis Colorado 
LLC in Denver lays it out: “Charging $70 to $90 
for an eighth is wrong! Kifing the medicine and 
then selling the kif separately is wrong! Being un¬ 
reliable, lazy, and ignoring people who are trust¬ 
ing you is wrong! There are many who are getting 
involved in this industry with no experience and 
are motivated only by money—and it's wrong!” 

So Jason has tried to make things right. He 
offers some of the best and cheapest med-pot in 
the state, high-quality medicine at the lowest 
possible price: $35 for an eighth, including tax. 

His dispensary also provides resources and serv¬ 
ices, including holistic healing such as massage 
therapy and energy work, pain-management sup¬ 
port groups, counseling, addiction support 
groups and a variety of classes. 

Says Mark Rose, who runs Grateful Meds in 
Nederland: “The fact is, people are still scared 
after 70 years of propaganda. For a lot of people, 
registering as a medical-marijuana patient is a big 
step. Many of the dispensary owners who have 
rushed to open are only looking at the short term; 
they’re in it for the big bucks now. But give it 
time—the best dispensaries will make themselves 
known, and people will gravitate toward them.” 

Dispensary owners are cautiously optimistic 
about the federal government’s interest in the 
burgeoning Colorado scene. Many seem to believe 
that if they assiduously comply with state stan¬ 
dards, the Feds won’t target them. Of course, that 
flies in the face of last summer’s raids in San 
Diego and Los Angeles. The mainstream media 
has been quick to tag the Colorado med-pot boom 
as “the new Wild West,” but that’s wholly inaccu-

rate: The dispensaries do want standards, but no 
one can agree upon exactly what they should be. 

Recently in Longmont, CO, a meeting of dis¬ 
pensary owners and others involved in the med¬ 
ical-marijuana industry made it clear that 
hammering out a viable system will take consid¬ 
erable patience. Proposals were put before the 
group that would prevent dispensaries from 
opening near day-care centers or schools; signs 
displaying pot leaves would also be prohibited. 


Many in attendance objected, calling the propos¬ 
als nothing more than a modern form of reefer 
madness that demonized a particular type of 
medicine for no good reason. 

Hardcore activists are more resistant, taking 
even the current Colorado law to task. “Why 
should medicine be restricted this way?” asked 
one dispensary owner following the meeting. 

“You don’t need a doctor’s recommendation to 
buy Advil or Tylenol. Too much aspirin can kill 
you, but cannabis won’t—are there restrictions 
on drugstores? Pharmacies don’t worry about 
schoolchildren, and the stuff behind their coun¬ 
ters can be absolutely toxic. Why should we try to 
regulate ourselves in this way? We’re only hurt¬ 
ing ourselves by predefining our industry’s prod¬ 
ucts as something harmful.” 

In the meantime, the Colorado “green rush” 
continues, with entrepreneurs pouring into the 
state to take advantage of the new financial op¬ 
portunities. Considering our ailing economy, with 
the real-estate, banking and construction sectors 
currently in the tank, there are few industries that 
offer such high hopes for liquidity. Still, nobody 
likes fast-buck artists making their dough on the 
backs of medical patients. 

Right now, the best solution for creating and 
maintaining a viable system for safe access—one 
that truly addresses those who need the medi¬ 
cine—comes from Rob Corry. It’s an idea that 
should be embraced by everyone who wishes to 
see medical marijuana become a reality. 

“It’s time to pull ourselves together,” Corry 
says. “The more patients, providers, growers and 
industry people we can pull together, the 
stronger our voting bloc will be for the future.” 
That way, he adds, “we cannot be ignored.” ^

The War on Weed is over, 
somewhat, in some ways, for 
some of us, in some of the 
country-so how do you grow 
Cannabis sativa without 
breaking the law? 


Have you ever dreamed of growing completely legal 
cannabis, in a lush garden next to your house, with¬ 
out worrying about nosy neighbors, the local sheriff 
or even the DEA? Would you enjoy starting your day 
by walking barefoot through your own private, state- 
sanctioned medical-marijuana garden, calmly wa¬ 
tering your 10-foot-tall Jack Herer plants while the 
morning sun glistens off the thick coat of resin cov¬ 
ering the uppermost buds? 

Naturally, you allow yourself to indulge in that 
kind of pleasant daydreaming every now and again, 
but it's just the stuff of fantasy, right? The part in the 
movie where Tommy Chong wakes up from his hazy 
stupor and discovers that the local drug task force 
has just taken his prized plant hostage so they can 
secretly smoke it themselves, or some such. Only 
here's the thing: Cultivating legal pot is no longer a 
fantasy, a pipe dream or even a wonderful future in¬ 
evitability still just out of reach. 

In 14 states (and growing), medical marijuana al¬ 
ready enjoys some level of official legal protection, 
and most pot pundits point to last November's presi¬ 
dential election as the biggest tipping point in Mary 
Jane's favor since voters approved Proposition 215 
in 1996—a ballot initiative that made California the 
first state to protect medical-marijuana patients, 
growers and providers. 

For 12 years following the passage of Prop. 215, 
as state after state boldly followed California's 
lead, the federal government steadfastly refused to 
recognize any law approving marijuana use of any 
kind. In fact, during both the Bill Clinton and George 
W. Bush administrations, this discrepancy led to

prosecution of those fully in compliance with state law. For example, in 
Raich v. Ashcroft , the federal government went all the way to the Supreme 
Court in order to affirm its right to arrest a woman suffering from fi¬ 
bromyalgia, endometriosis, scoliosis, asthma and an inoperable brain 
tumor, all because she grew her own marijuana, on her own property, and 
consumed it entirely herself—on the recommendation of her doctor, and in 
complete compliance with California state law. 

With the election of Barack Obama, that policy changed. Asked on the 
campaign trail for his position, Obama called medical marijuana “entirely 
appropriate" and promised an end to DEA raids of medical-cannabis 
providers in states with laws protecting them. But just two days after 
Obama's historic inauguration, the DEA raided a medical-marijuana dispen¬ 
sary in South Lake Tahoe, CA. Two weeks later, the DEA raided another Cal¬ 
ifornia dispensary, this time on the very day that Eric Holder, the new US 
attorney general, took office. In both instances, the raids appeared timed to 
embarrass the new administration into maintaining the status quo. 

In response, the medical-marijuana community—highly organized after 
decades of struggle, oppression and resistance—made its voice heard in 
Washington. Following a public outcry, Holder—freshly minted as the 
“highest" law-enforcement officer in the land—reaffirmed the new admin¬ 
istration's hands-off policy on medicinal pot. Asked if the post-inauguration 
medical-marijuana raids would continue, the attorney general of the United 
States said, “No. What the president said during the campaign... is now 


American policy." On October 19th of last year, the administration followed 1 
up in writing, sending a memo to US Attorneys affirming that while mari¬ 
juana remains illegal at the federal level, and prosecution of black market 
marijuana would continue, the Justice Department “should not focus fed¬ 
eral resources in your States on individuals whose actions are in clear and 
unambiguous compliance with existing state laws providing for the medical 
use of marijuana." 

So there you have it: If your state allows you to grow, smoke or even dis¬ 
tribute medical marijuana, the big bad Feds have vowed to respect those 
laws. But a few questions remain: How exactly do I follow state law? What 
about local ordinances? And what if the cops decide to bust me anyway? 

All valid concerns. The chart on page 50 offers a broad overview of 
medical-marijuana laws state by state, including any limits on the amount 
of dried cannabis or living plants you can lawfully possess. More informa¬ 
tion, including local ordinances, can be found online at safeaccessnow.org, 
by contacting your state, county or municipal government directly, or by 
contacting a knowledgeable attorney in your area. 

As you can imagine, though, in an area of the law this new and this 
controversial, there have been many skirmishes back and forth, not 
only between state governments and the Feds, but also between local 
and state governments. San Diego County actually sued the State of Cal¬ 
ifornia in an attempt to block implementation of medical-marijuana 
laws. After losing in the lower courts, the politically conservative county 
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Medical-marijuana “plant limits” give growers every incentive to 
cultivate monster-sized plants like these. By constructing their 
own enormqus planting bed out of burlap and wire 
fencing, these growers allow room for the kind of massive root 
growth needed to support plus-sized plants.

appealed to the US Supreme Court, which in May 2009 refused to hear 
the case—a major victory for medical-marijuana activists, since it effec¬ 
tively affirmed earlier decisions, thereby forcing San Diego County to 
implement a medical-marijuana ID program. 

Unfortunately, not everyone seems to have gotten the memo, and the 
fight against medical marijuana rages on in certain areas—but with an 
important new twist. Now the powers that be must prove that you vio¬ 
lated state or local law, instead of relying on the federal government as 
the law-enforcement option of last resort. 

So while the current system’s far from perfect, and vindictive law-en¬ 
forcement officials in many regions still have it in for a medical-mari¬ 
juana movement they’ve never truly accepted, those who doubt the scale 
and sweep of change should check out www.hightimes.com/12pounds/ 



and watch a video of Richard Daleman, from Visalia, CA, rolling 12 
pounds of previously confiscated medical marijuana out of the Tulare 
County Courthouse after officials determined it was improperly seized 
and must be returned to its rightful owner. 

Wasn’t that an inspiring bit of video? 

Anyway, lately, legalized medical marijuana has become something 
of an obsession in the media, with much of the coverage surprisingly 
positive, and most of the attention on California. The Golden State has 
captured the popular imagination for a variety of reasons: It’s the na¬ 
tion’s traditional “breadbasket” of ganja growing; the state govern¬ 
ment’s massive budget shortfall has made the marijuana business an 
increasingly important (and recession-proof) sector of the economy; 
and, by a wide margin, California has the largest number of licensed 
medical-marijuana patients. 

Perhaps most importantly, California’s the state with the greatest 
number of medical-marijuana dispensaries, some of which have been up 
and running 10 years or longer, having completed a journey from civil 
disobedience against the federal government's all-out ban to openly 
selling medical cannabis as respected members of the local community. 

And, naturally, now that the heat’s off and the global economy has 
cooled, a lot of people have started to look at legal marijuana as a way to 
make a buck. Which brings us to perhaps the most underappreciated re¬ 
cent milestone in the evolution of America’s approach to medical mari¬ 
juana: California Attorney General Jerry Brown’s August 2008 “Guidelines 
for the Security and Non-Diversion of Marijuana Grown for Medical Use.” 

Well aware of the confusing nature of medical-marijuana regulations, 
the California State Legislature, in 2003, enacted a statute requiring the 
state attorney general to adopt guidelines explaining to growers and pa¬ 
tients exactly how to follow the law, and also instructing the police and 
district attorneys exactly how to enforce it. Five years later, Brown—a 
longtime politician who served as the governor of California for eight 
years, starting in 1974—published a document with enough protections 
to allow compassionate cultivators full peace of mind, while keeping out 
the corporations, agribusinesses and venture capitalists.

Strongly opposed to the Vietnam War and an ardent environmental¬ 
ist, Brown was dubbed "Governor Moonbeam" in the 70s for his liberal 
views. Today, he's looking like an early frontrunner to return to the 
governor's mansion in 2010. And while critics may argue that there's 
nothing wrong with making a profit on medical pot, the law (and perhaps 
basic morality) disagrees. Besides, true pot-profit seekers should be 
working full tilt for the complete legalization of recreational marijuana 
for adults. Until then, what's wrong with real ganja growers making "a 
living, not a killing," while the big-business bastards who fought against 
medical pot for years have to sit on the sidelines? 

According to the guidelines, "nothing in Proposition 215 or the Med¬ 
ical Marijuana Program Act authorizes collectives, cooperatives or indi¬ 
viduals to profit from the sale or distribution of marijuana." Which means 
that while you can receive "reasonable compensation" (i.e., a salary) for 
your work as part of a nonprofit pot collective or cooperative—and the 
California Board of Equalization requires you to charge a tax on any 
sales—you still can't make a single cent of profit on sinsemilla. 

Put that in your pipe and smoke it, would-be pot profiteers! And 
while you're at it, give Jerry Brown's guidelines a careful read. Using 
precise legal language, Brown's 11 -page document makes it clear that 
exactly three paths exist for those who wish to use, possess, cultivate, 
transport or distribute medical cannabis while still obeying the law. I re¬ 
cently journeyed to Northern California for a first-hand look at medical 
growers engaged in all three approaches. 

Arriving in the glorious days just before harvest, Senior Cultivation 
Editor Danny Danko and I took a once-in-a-lifetime tour of the first 
NoCal medical-marijuana crop grown with the tacit approval of the fed¬ 
eral government. What we discovered was a pot paradise, with longtime 
farmers bringing their cannabis out of its hiding spots in remote guer¬ 
rilla patches and energy-intensive indoor growrooms, and returning the 
herb to its proper place in full sunshine, alongside every other eatable 
and/or medicinal plant in the garden.

COLLECTIVES 

Although California law doesn't define "collectives" as such, the attorney

general's guidelines describe them as nonprofit organizations "jointly 


According to the guidelines, a primary caregiver is "a person who is desig¬ 
nated by a qualified patient and has consistently assumed responsibility for 
the housing, health or safety of the patient." A qualified medical-marijuana 
patient can serve as his or her own primary caregiver, and also can serve 
as the primary caregiver to one or more other qualified patients. 

As stated earlier, selling pot for profit is strictly forbidden, but "a pri¬ 
mary caregiver who receives compensation for actual expenses, including 
reasonable compensation incurred for services provided, to enable [a pa¬ 
tient] to use marijuana... shall not, on the sole basis of that fact, be subject 
to prosecution."

tate the collaborative efforts of patient and caregiver members—including 
the allocation of costs and revenues." 

A collective need not be a "statutory entity"—one officially recog¬ 
nized by the state—but the guidelines do suggest that a collective 
"might have to organize as some form of business to carry out its activi¬ 
ties." The advantages of a collective include the ability to pool resources 
and expertise to produce the best supply of medicine, at the lowest cost, 
for a closed group of patients. A collective can grow its own or hire a 
grower to cultivate for its members, but either way, all harvested 
cannabis must be shared within the collective.

COOPERATIVES 

More strictly defined by the guidelines than a collective, a cooperative 
"must file articles of incorporation with the state and conduct its business 
for the mutual benefit of its members." Cooperatives are also required to 
register under the Corporations or Food and Agriculture Code. 

Much like food co-ops, agricultural co-ops and other non-marijuana- 
related businesses that adopt the model, a medical-cannabis co-op must 
be democratically controlled by its members and must also be nonprofit, 
with the earnings and savings of the business "used for the general wel¬ 
fare of its members, or equitably distributed to its members." There's a lot 
more official paperwork involved than with a collective—a record-keeping 
burden that offers both advantages and disadvantages. 

"We decided to form a cooperative because it seemed like the best way 
to keep on top of all our transactions, including expenses, dues, harvests 
and distribution, so that we can constantly ensure that we're in compliance 
with the law," says Barry, a longtime grower in Lake County, as we navi¬ 
gate the epicly winding roads that connect two of his collective's four dis¬ 
tinct gardens. "Just last year, we were following the exact same rules, but 
we were totally dependent of the approval of local law enforcement and the 
whims of the federal government. Now, it's different—we just have to keep 
all of our files in order." 

Barry smiles as we bring the car to a stop within view of a massive 
greenhouse overflowing with budding monster ganja trees. With "plant 
limits" restricting medical-marijuana patients and providers to only so 
many plants at a time, growers have every incentive to cultivate the biggest 
buds possible under the sun. 

Meanwhile, Barry tells us about a recent visit from the local sheriff. 
Four officers arrived at this remote outpost on ATV's, sniffing around to 
make sure all the plants were legal and accounted for by the collective. 
Barry showed them the laminated doctors' recommendations posted next 
to the garden, took them on a plant-by-plant inspection tour, and even of¬ 
fered up some homegrown cantaloupe. 

“Man, three of those guys were super-nice," Barry recalls. "The other 
one was kind of stand-offish, you know what I mean?" 

Coming from a state with no laws to protect even the sickest patients 
with even the smallest amounts of cannabis, Danny and I listen to Barry's 
lament—that one of the four cops inspecting his massive pot plants wasn't 
"super-nice"—and it strikes us as kind of funny. It's like we're visiting a dif¬ 
ferent country... one that treats its citizens with a lot more respect.

basics that will get you growing without soil. By Nico Escondido 

we're in an economic depression doesn't" mean anyone should quit smoking 
, it's on the rise.) So why would it mean that anyone should stop—or not 
start— growing it ,too? 

Of course, buying a $50 bag of reefer doesn't seem quite as hard on the wallet as 
buying hundreds or even thousands of dollars' worth of grow equipment. But to be hon¬ 
est, it doesn't have to be that way. Anybody can grow pot on the cheap, and you can even 
do it hydroponically. Assuming you have core knowledge of what hydroponic growing is 
and some regular household junk to draw from, you can rig up a homemade (albeit 
fairly ghetto) hydro system for next to nothing! 

Getting Down the Basics 

To start, we need to have a simple understanding of what hydroponic cultivation is all 
about. In short, hydroponics—or water culture—is the soilless growth of plants. In hy¬ 
droponic systems, plants are cultivated by placing the roots in a liquid nutrient solution 
rather than soil. Oftentimes, the plant's root system is suspended in different types of 
media that are then injected or flooded with the nutrient solution. 

This is a very important aspect of hydro to understand, because in hydroponic grow¬ 
ing, the key factor is really the air surrounding the roots, not the nutrients or water. 
Many people forget that although plants breathe in carbon dioxide (CC^Ip their roots 
breathe in oxygen. So hydroponic growing is just as much about supercharging the root 
system with oxygen as it is about supplying nutrients and water, if not more so. Hydro¬ 
ponics offers an advantage in this arena because the roots are not smothered beneath a 
lot of soil, and air can easily permeate the mediums often used in hydro systems. 

The medium that holds the roots and the rest of the plant can be one of any number 
of sterile materials. Most of these mediums are cheap and easy to find in hardware 
stores or plant nurseries—even pet shops. Clay pebbles, rockwool and lava rocks are 
some examples of inexpensive and easy-to-find mediums to grow plants in. Soilless 
mixes that look much like rich outdoor earth, but are really peat- or sphagnum-based 
mixtures, can also work in certain types of systems. 
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Nutrient-Film Technique Systems 

Nutrient-film technique, or NFT, is another popular and easy-to-use system for hy¬ 
droponic growing. In this scenario, a thin film of water is run past the roots, usually on 
a tilted table or tray for easy drainage. The roots—most commonly hanging out of net¬ 
ted pots—sop up this nutrient-rich water, which is pumped to the grow table from a 
reservoir. 

In NFT systems, nutrient solution can either be recycled or drained to waste, and 
there’s a lot more flexibility for growers in determining the feeding schedule for their 
garden. Because the root zones are not completely inundated with water, they have 
less chance to drown. The thin film of water running over them also moves a lot of air 
past the roots, carrying valuable oxygen molecules for uptake. Because of this, grow¬ 
ers using NFT can choose to run a constant flow of water over the roots, knowing that 
plenty of oxygen is still provided to them. Most NFT cultivators, however, choose to 
run multiple feeding cycles per day, sometimes for as long as 30 minutes at a time. 
This largely depends upon the strain being grown. 

As long as ample oxygen is being provided, root systems in NFT set-ups can stay 
very compact, as they do not need to search very far for nutrition. The top sections of 
the root zone can breathe, while the bottom sections dip into the thin film of nutrient 
water, sopping up food. It is important to remember that when using NFT or any hy¬ 
droponic system, for that matter, plants need more air than water. One of the most 
common dangers of hydroponic growing is a lack of oxygen to the roots. The roots 
should always be bright white; any sign of browning roots is a sure indication that 
they’re being deprived of air. 


Easy and Inexpensive 
Store-Bought Systems 

Before we get into how to make your own homemade hydro sys¬ 
tem, here is a brief overview of the most popular hydroponic grow 
systems on the market today. These systems can be relatively 
inexpensive when growing for personal consumption and utiliz¬ 
ing the smaller versions. 

Flood-and-Drain (or Ebb-and-Flow) Systems 

Flood-and-drain systems are probably the easiest hydroponic 
system to use. They consist of simple, user-friendly parts and 
function exactly as the name dictates: They flood root systems 
with nutrient-rich water and then quickly drain it away. 

These systems utilize either a tray or a simple table to hold 
plants, with a reservoir usually sitting directly beneath. Water is 
pumped from the reservoir into the tray, which fills with water 
and floods the root zones with nutrients. The water is then ei¬ 
ther drained back into the reservoir and reused or drained di¬ 
rectly to waste, never to be seen again. Most growers opt to 
recycle their nutrient solution a few times before replacing it 
with fresh water and nutrients. 

In a flood-and-drain system, growers can use a variety of 
grow mediums to house their plants. The most popular choice 
in this system are netted pots, which have mostly open sides 
and bottoms that allow for easy soaking and draining. These 
pots are filled with clay pebbles or hardened expanded clay 
(HEC), which look like brown or red clay marbles and are made 
by a few different companies. The HEC usually holds the plugs 
in which the seedlings or cuttings were first started, but once 
they become acclimated to the hydro system, the roots will 
begin to grow out over the HEC and into the bottom of the tray. 
Once the nutrient solution has drained, the roots are left with 
an abundance of air for oxygen consumption. Trays are com¬ 
monly flooded two to three times a day for a few minutes at a 
time, depending on what stage of growth the garden is in.

medium). Of course, there are many variations for 
each of these components, but the point here is to 
keep it simple. 

The ultimate goal of this system is to flood your 
plants' root systems with nutrient-enriched water 
twice a day for two to three minutes at a time. The 
plants can be in net pots or any similar homemade 
container that allows for fast and easy draining. 
Popular household items to use in lieu of store- 
bought pots might be small buckets with holes 
drilled around the sides and bottom or—our per¬ 
sonal favorite—inverted plastic soda bottles. (Two- 
liter ones work best!) Soda bottles are best used 
when combining homemade pots with your set-up’s 
water-circulation system. This can also let you ef¬ 
fectively combine some of the basic components of 
your system, further simplifying the process. With a 
little luck and some imagination, home growers can 
construct their own hydro system for approximately 
$150 (and hopefully even less if you’ve got most of it 
lying around). 

First, look for a large bin or tray from your 
garage. If you don’t have any luck finding one, you 
can easily buy an inexpensive trough from a garden 
center or purchase a Rubbermaid bin from your 
local drugstore. You can also build your own tray by 
constructing a wooden frame and lining it with thick 
(2 to 3 mm) plastic. You'll want this tray to be fairly 
deep (approximately 18 to 24 inches) and of a decent 
length, depending on how many plants you plan to 
grow (figure at least 1 foot in length for each plant). 
The beauty of this system is that it combines two 
components of your system into one, allowing your 
tray (or water-catching device) to simultaneously 
act as your reservoir. 

Next, look around for used soda bottles. Strip off 

the labels and cut 
them in half, dis¬ 
carding the bot¬ 
tom halves for 
recycling. Clean 
the top halves 
thoroughly. These 
inverted bottle 
tops will be your 
grow pods (or net 
pots), and they will 
need to be con¬ 
nected with either 
tubing, hose, ora 
hard/rigid tubing 
(try to avoid PVC) 
or clay piping. All 
of these are inex¬ 
pensive and can 
be found at your local hardware store, but rigid pip¬ 
ing works best. If you have the hose or piping laying 
around already, all you’ll need to purchase are a few 
T-joints to attach to the bottlenecks so that the pods 
can be connected to each other. 

Look for a non-toxic glue or epoxy to bind the 
bottle tops to your T-joints. Once you have all your 
grow pods on T-joints, connect the joints to each 
other using your rigid piping (and be sure to leave at 
least 1 foot of space between the grow pods). Place 
this unit at the bottom of your tray and secure it so 
that it stands upright. This can be done using bricks, 
or else by tying strings across the top of the reser¬ 
voir to hold the pods in place. 


Because we’re trying to be cost-conscious in this 
scenario, the system that gets built will largely de¬ 
pend on the materials that you already have at your 
disposal. The four basic components of an active 
hydro set-up include something to hold the water (a 
reservoir), something to move the water (a pump), 
something to catch/drain the water (a bin or tray), 
and something to hold the plants (pots, bins and

Drop or Sprinkler Systems 

Drip or sprinkler systems are slightly more 
complicated to use, but only because they in¬ 
volve a few more parts that an ebb-and-flow or 
NFT system. In drip or sprinkler systems, 
growers rely on drip emitters or spray nozzles 
to keep the root zone constantly moist. 

Plant roots can be suspended in netted 
pots or held in place by rockwool. Rockwool is 
the more common choice when using drip 
emitters, and netted pots are more common 
when using sprayers. Rockwool absorbs and 
holds the constant drip produced by the emit¬ 
ters much better than clay pellets, while clay 
pellets in a net pot expose the roots better for 
more direct spraying. 

In both cases, however, tiny water droplets 
not only feed nutrients and H2O to the plants, 
but also move a supply of air over the roots be¬ 
tween droplets. In drip systems, emitters are 
usually set to a constant, very sluggish flow of 
water; thin spaghetti-tube lines run to the 
rockwool cubes holding the plants. Emitters 
are easily held in rockwool by tiny stakes, and 
the constant drip keeps the cubes permanently 
saturated with water. 


Homemade Hydro Options 

You may have noticed by now that all 
hydro systems are basically the same 
in theory and carry only slight varia¬ 
tions in functionality. They all utilize 
the same core components, making 
them fairly customizable for each in¬ 
dividual’s situation and preferences. 
But many of us forget that this also 
enables us to easily construct hydro¬ 
ponic gardens from scratch in our 
very own home. 

It’s always best to think through 
your options entirely before deciding 
on the set-up that’s best for you. Im¬ 
portant considerations to make be¬ 
fore beginning are the types of 
genetics you want to grow, the 
amount of space you have, and the 
type of grow medium that is best 
suited to your skills and environment. 

In this example, we will assume 
an indoor garden with a short, squat 
indica strain, as this is usually the 
most logical choice for indoor grow¬ 
ers. We will also choose expanded 
clay marbles (HEC) as the grow 
medium. The HEC will suspend a 
starter plug (either rockwool or peat 
pellets are usable for this project) in place. 

We will also focus on an active hydro system, in 
which the water is being moved throughout the sys¬ 
tem by means of a pump. Although slightly more 
complicated than passive systems, active hydro sys¬ 
tems are one of the more popular choices among 
growers and offer excellent results. 


Glue, Hose G Soda Bottles 

We here at HIGH TIMES recognize that the following ex¬ 
amples are not necessarily environmentally ideal. We en¬ 
courage readers to remember that, with a little creativity, 
it's easy to find'green " or organic solutions to any project! 


Similarly, in spray systems, tiny lines also 
carry nutrient water to the spray nozzles that 
are attached to net pots. These systems are set 
to a specific schedule of spraying that keeps 
the roots zone perpetually moist. It should be 
noted that spray systems usually require 
higher water pressure in the lines and thus 
more powerful pumps. Nozzle heads are also 
very delicate and can easily get clogged by nu¬ 
trients. Make sure your nutrients can be com¬ 
pletely dissolved in reservoirs before trying to 
use them in spray systems. Unfortunately, or¬ 
ganic nutrients usually cause the most prob¬ 
lems with spray nozzles. 
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Pumps, Pebbles & Plants 

Now that you have the core of your system constructed, the end is in sight. 
The next step is to complete the water-circulation system. The base of your 
grow pods will serve as half of your water-delivery system. All that’s missing 
is a power supply to actively move the nutrient solution from the reservoir up 
into your grow pods; a simple garden or fish-tank pump will suffice. Once the 
water is being pumped to the grow pods (i.e., the inverted soda bottles), the 
pods will fill up with water and overflow back into the reservoir. You may de¬ 
cided to cut extra holes just below the top of your pods to help facilitate con¬ 
tinuous circulation and drainage. 

Finding and connecting the right water pump can be the trickiest part of 
construction. Make sure the pump is strong enough to move the amount of 
water you plan to use in your reservoir. In some instances, you may need to get a 
decent store-bought pump, which will always be the most expensive item that a 
grower needs to buy when building a homemade hydro system. Still, a good 
pump for a three-to-five-plant hydro set-up should cost around $50. 

When connecting the pump outlet to the base of your grow-pod piping, 
you will need to find adapter tubing. Most hardware stores have multiple¬ 
sized selections of flexible tubing available for only a few cents per foot. 

Take your pump and piping to the store to see what size fits and whether or 
not you’ll need any other adapters. Plus it’s useful to remember that heat 
expands and cold constricts, which may help you make a nice friction fit 
without the use of any glues or resins. 

Once you have your grow pods firmly affixed to your reservoir bin and 


have the pump connected and your water-circulation system complete, fill 
your pods with clay pebbles. Make sure the pods stay stable with the added 
weight. You are now ready for your trial runs. Fill your reservoir with enough 
water so that it covers the pump and all of the T-joints by a few inches. Turn 
on your pump and watch your grow pods fill with water, making any neces¬ 
sary adjustments (as suggested earlier) to improve water circulation. Holes 
may need to be made just below the top of the grow pods to aid in water 
movement, as sitting water is always to be avoided. 

Now shut the pump down and watch to see if the water drains completely 
from your grow pods. If not, you may need to make a very small drainage hole 
at the bottom of the pods. This hole should be small enough not to leak too 
much during the water cycles, but big enough to drain the bottom after each 
watering. A small wall timer is all you need to set the water cycles during the 
day. 

To start, when plants are young, use two daily waterings of one to two 
minutes apiece. As the plants grow and flowering is induced, heavier water¬ 
ings with added nutrients will become necessary. Plants should be started 
(either as seedlings or clones) in small plugs, either rockwool or peat pellets, 
that can be easily inserted into the grow pods and held by clay pebbles. The 
plugs should be inserted into the pods once the roots begin to show at the 
bottoms of the plugs. 

Remember to stay safe—and, most importantly, have fun. Experimenting 
with do-it-yourself grow projects is an excellent way to truly learn about 
cannabis cultivation. Good luck! ^

my philosophy for future farmers 


Growing weed is not an endeavor to be taken lightly. Our sacred herb is more than just a 
means of getting high or even making a steady income.

Now I could probably go in a million directions on this subject, but suffice it to say 
that positive energy has a profound effect on growing plants. I don't know of any scien¬ 
tific studies, but speaking from personal experience, I've found that an abundance of 
positive energy can help a novice grower overcome many obstacles along the way. It can 
also help a master grower achieve phenomenal results with a minimal amount of quality 
effort. Before you embark on any journey in life—and especially before you start grow¬ 
ing herb—make sure you take a good look at what's motivating you. If your energy isn't 
right, then no matter what you do, you'll always have problems in the growroom—and 
everywhere else in your life, for that matter. 


in search of genetics 

I opted to make the pilgrimage to Amsterdam and score some 
serious genetics right from the source. With as much positive 
energy as I could generate (and a health dose of 'shrooms), I 
went on my search for what I needed to realize my goals. I fol¬ 
lowed all the signs and finally wound up in a small, well-lit shop 
on St. Nicholasstraat talking to a wonderful woman named Kim, 
the wife of the "A" in DNA Genetics. She suggested that I come 
back and speak with her husband about the different technical 
aspects of each strain. 

I made it back the next day, and the next, and the next. Turns 
out not only do these cats have some of the choicest genetics on 
the planet, but they're knowledgeable, friendly and love to party 
...my kind of people! After a sacred blessing ceremony in which 
we blew smoke from the bong over all the little seed packs I 
was taking home (bundled so neatly by Kim), I made it back to 
the States and got down to business. 

In order to save time, I opted for feminized versions of three 
different strains: LA Confidential, Chocolope and Purple Wreck. 
My return to the States was timed to coincide with the new moon, 
as I only like to crack beans or take cuttings at that time of the 
month. After a bunch of pinching and pruning, I wound up with a 
set of mother plants that would yield over 1,000 female clones. 

As for my technique, I use Rootone rooting powder and 
rockwool slabs. I mix some fresh Olivia's cloning solution with 
water and correct the pH to about 5.9 for the clones. Then I soak 
my slabs, take my cuttings, and don't mess with them for about 
10 days (except to lift the dome covers for a few minutes each 
day). I prefer to take longer cuttings and use a tall dome cover 
for my trays. After 10 days, I check my starter cubes for roots on 
the bottom. Once I see a white, fuzzy mass of roots beginning to 
emerge, I transplant the 1 -inch cubes into my chosen medium 
for the vegetative stage. 

I chose to run a system that was easy to set up, easy to 
maintain and had a large capacity. My partner and I decided that 
a Sea of Green method, in conjunction with some serious trellis- 
ing, would do the trick for the Purple Wreck clones. In hindsight, 
I probably should've gone with the Chocolope, but whatever....

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the ghost's system 

We used 3/4-inch plywood with two-by-fours screwed around the edges to 
make the tables. Two tables covered with a double layer of 4-millimeter 
plastic sheeting, each measuring 32 feet long, were the end result, with one 
side being left open and slightly lower on the sawhorses to allow for gravita¬ 
tional draining. We used 150-gallon industrial reservoirs to collect the runoff 
from the tables, while heavy-duty submersible sump pumps with a length of 
garden hose supplied the tables with a constant flow of nutrient solution. 

Since we'd secured a commercial location with an absentee landlord, 
electricity was not an issue for us, although we tried to conserve as much as 
possible. In spite of this, many of the pumps and fans ran 24/7, including the 
exhaust fans, which were ducted directly to each reflector. 

I used 6-inch cubes to eliminate the need for another transplanting stage 
(which usually involves going from a 3-inch cube to a slab), and also to allow 
a little more mobility on the tables when separating the plants by height or 
for maintenance issues such as flushing. The 6-inch cubes allowed the little clones to really root into 
something substantial, while at the same time allowing me to move individual plants where I thought 
they'd do best. During the vegetative stage, I ran General Hydroponics nutrients at a ratio of 1:1:1 for the 
first week (around 800 to 1,000 ppm). I also topped off the reservoirs with fresh water every couple of 
days and readjusted the pH—I always like to make sure that my pH level stays between 5.8 and 6.2, but 
have generally found that most do well at 5.9 to 6.0. Once the clones show an initial spurt of growth (say 2 
to 4 inches), I bump up my nutes to a 3:2:1 ratio (Gro, Micro and Bloom, respectively) and the ppm to 
around 1,200 to 1,400. If you ever notice any signs of stress, check your nutes—always flush and make a 
fresh batch if you're in doubt, and progressively push the ppm higher until you see the plants respond. I 
like to flush my plants at least once a week throughout the entire grow. 

We used 12 fixtures in total: ten 600-watt high-pressure sodium (HPS) lights and two 1,000-watt HPS 
digital ballasts with vented hoods equals six for each table, plus a 1,000-cfm fan hooked to a carbon filter 
for each run. Large fans suspended from the ceiling kept the airflow right, and before flowering, every 
main stem was stripped for clones. When I prune before flowering, I like to prune all the way to the tips, 
leaving just three or four nodes on each stem; it helps get bigger colas and improves ventilation under 
the canopy. Besides, the pheno of Purple Wreck we wound up with tended to run a bit once it flowered, so 
there was always plenty o' bud! We rarely had a problem with heat or humidity in this space, although we 
did need to run heaters in the coldest months to keep things from freezing at night. On the hottest days of 
summer, we had 8,000 watts burning and never used the AC once. 

Volume is the key to proper ventilation, and you need large-capacity exhaust fans with quality carbon 
filters to handle the job. Our set-up used a 1,000-cfm squirrel cage on the end of each run of lights, with a 
filter routed to a "T" where another 1,000-cfm fan exhausted the air for each. I bought an 8-inch T-duct at 
Home Depot and put it all together in a couple of hours, so anyone can do it with enough patience and suf¬ 
ficient doobs. 



hit it and quit it 

Instead of a continual harvest, we chose to bang 
out huge amounts at once and then take a short 
break in between crops to chill, make hash and 
go on vacation. (It's very important to keep your 
positive vibe!) Once we induced flowering, I 
went back to a 1:1:1 ratio on the nutes, but kept 
the ppm higher this time—say around 1,200 to 
1,300 for about a week or so. On the next flush, 

I used a 3:2:1 ratio again, only this time it was 
Bloom, Micro and Gro. You can run your ppm as 
high as the plants can stand, as long as you do a 
really good final flush at the end. After the next 
flush or so, you get rid of the Gro; then get rid of 
the Micro at the end. By week six, I was using 
only the Bloom and had the ppm between 1,500 
and 1,700. Next came the final flush for the last 
10 to 14 days, and then it was on to the harvest 
and all the goodness that comes with it. Do 
yourself a favor and invest in a good set of ice- 
water extraction bags so you can make perfect 
hash with all your trimmings. It's truly sublime! 

Above all, remember to shower your plants 
with good vibes and lots of positive energy. My 
ultimate goal was to earn enough to be able to 
buy a piece of land someplace where it's per¬ 
petually warm and I could grow my own food 
and raise livestock. I managed to achieve my 
goal by creating a plan and executing it down to 
the last detail. While the lure of an extended 
run providing lots of easy cash was always right 
there in my face, sometimes you gotta just hit it 
and quit it. I am officially out of the rat race 
now, and I'm a much happier person for it. 

Many thanks to all the people who made it pos¬ 
sible along the way, especially Don and Aaron 
at DNA Genetics. The stuff I got did exactly what 
they said it would, and I was more than satis¬ 
fied with the end results. ^

Vertical growing in the EcoSystem 
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Where’s the Weed? 

On a late July weekend last summer in San Francisco, the 
industry that supplies the many hydro shops around the 
country got together to display new products and attract the 
curious crowds. Current shop owners, those hoping to open 
new stores and the general public all made their way 
through booth after booth of products meant primarily for 
indoor gardening. Everything from complete grow tents and 
air-purification equipment to organic-nutrient lines and 
lighting systems were represented in all their glory—yet 
something seemed to be missing. 

Oddly enough, even in California—a state where medical 
marijuana has been legal for over a decade—there was no 
mention of any of these products being used to grow 
cannabis, despite the fact that it’s undoubtedly a major factor 
in the sales figures of every company in attendance. All of the 
usual suspects and leading companies were there: General 
Hydroponics, Hydrofarm, Botanicare, Technaflora, Sunlight 
Supply, etc. Yet none would openly acknowledge that a large 
segment of their profits comes from cannabis growers. 

Stranger still, many of these same companies display 
their products at grow fairs in Europe, where no such policies 
are required or imposed. Indeed, I’ve visited shops in Spain 
where grow lights and hydroponic equipment are sold side by 
side with copies of Jorge Cervantes’s Marijuana Grow Basics 
as well as cannabis seeds and clones. Seems like a less hyp¬ 
ocritical policy to me—but with millions of dollars at stake, 
the companies keeping their heads in the sand at home 
seem to have quite a long institutional memory. 

Advanced Thinking 

Yet there are some companies who do want to service le¬ 
gitimate medical-cannabis growers. The most prominent 
of these is Advanced Nutrients, a Canadian firm whose 
products are specifically tested for growing cannabis. Ad¬ 
vanced Nutrients doesn’t shy away from such associa¬ 
tions, offering products named Big Bud and Sensi Bloom. 
As a result, they've been shunned by the industry and re¬ 
fused permission to display their wares at the expo. So 
Advanced Nutrients co-owner “Big Mike” Straumietis de¬ 
cided to upstage the show instead by shaming the industry 
into acknowledging the medical-marijuana community. 
(Getting a ton of publicity for the company and the cause 
couldn’t hurt either.) 

Mike’s plan? He would hire a helicopter to fly over the 
event pulling a banner half the size of a football field with a 
huge pot plant on it and the words “Want Big, Sugary 
Buds?” Advanced Nutrients also threw an extravagant 
party that Saturday night featuring dancers and ice bongs, a 
huge spread of food, and an interesting variety of libations 
available at the open bar. 

I asked Big Mike at the party about the next day’s 
protest, and he told me: “The Hydro Expo is tainted by a 
cadre of good ol’ boys who make tons of money off med¬ 
ical-marijuana growers and patients, but lack the courage 
and honesty to allow open and honest discussion of med¬ 
ical marijuana.” He'd also issued a million-dollar nutrient 
challenge to see which company’s products grew the 
biggest, most potent buds, but so far he hadn’t heard back 
from any of them. “They’re all silent and scared,” he said. 
“They just sit there like fat cats, taking in the dough. But 
the patients, the medical dispensaries and the growers are 
seeing through their lies. And when they look up in the air 
on Sunday above the Expo Hall, they'll see it spelled out 
quite clearly.” 

Who knows how this will all pan out? Was it just a pub¬ 
licity stunt by a company desperate to gain market share, or 
a shot across the bow of an entire industry? Only time—and 
rising consumer awareness—will tell,

A LONG TIME AGO , IN A GALAXY FAR , FAR WAY. 


Well, actually, it wasn't that long ago—maybe 
seven years, tops. And it certainly wasn't in another 
galaxy that Death Star was created, but rather a 
growroom in the Midwest. However, there’s no dis¬ 
puting the power of this intergalactically great 
strain. The mystical Force was undoubtedly at work 
when Death Star came into being. 

However, given the well-known fictional history 
of the Star Wars universe, “Death Star” stands as 
an odd choice of name. The original Death Star was 
a massively destructive weapon developed as an in¬ 
strument of terror by the Empire. It was capable of 
destroying entire planets and was used to keep re¬ 
bellious worlds in line. In fact, Darth Vader used the 
Death Star to blow up Alderan, Princess Leia's 
home planet. 

So why would two Jedi Knights tag their cher¬ 
ished strain with a name that is rife with such nega¬ 
tivity? It’s not all that complicated: Death Star is the 
fortunate cross between Sour Diesel and Sensi Star. 
Basically, the “D” in “Diesel” became the inspiration 
for “Death,” while the etymology of “Star” should be 
fairly obvious to everyone, Jedi Knight or not. 

Incidentally, the Jedi phenomenon has found trac¬ 
tion well beyond the movie theaters; apparently, Jedi 
Knights are among us in a big way. The 2001 census in 
the English-speaking countries of Britain, Wales, 
Canada, Australia and New Zealand revealed that 
tens of thousands of citizens consider themselves 
members of the Jedi “faith.” While the media dis¬ 
missed the phenomenon as nothing but a practical 
joke, there is little doubt that hordes of hardcore Star 
Wars fans take the tenets of Jedi-ism very seriously. 

What are they? Just about anything that pro¬ 


motes the greater good. According to one of the 
many websites promoting the Jedi faith, Star Wars 
creator George Lucas used various aspects of Tao¬ 
ism, Shintoism, Buddhism, Christianity and many 
other major religions in order to create the Jedi and 
the philosophy behind the Force (though Scientology 
failed to make the cut). Jedi-ism also encompasses 
a variety of different martial arts and the medieval 
code of chivalry. The Jedi is the modern version of 
the Shao Lin monk, the European knight and the 
samurai warrior all rolled into one. 

All of which means that Jedi-ism may possibly 
be the perfect religion for growing pot. The Jedi 
Knights who created Death Star interpret the prac¬ 
tice thusly: “We're always kind to people, honest and 
straightforward. We believe in instant karma—bad 
actions beget bad results, while good begets good.” 

They also assert that they “see things before 
they come,” which obviously comes in handy if the 
cops are on the way. Also, they can “adapt to any 
situation”—a skill that is paramount in growing 
great pot, especially when you move from the tem¬ 
perate climate of the Midwest to the deserts of Ne¬ 
vada, where the Jedi Knights of Team Death Star 
currently reside. 

As Jedi, they believe there is “something higher 
pushing us in a direction.” That direction would be 
toward the future, when marijuana is legal and 
medical dispensaries can operate openly without 
the threat of police raids. Team Death Star is ready¬ 
ing themselves for that day by producing T-shirts 
and posters; they want to be prepared when legal¬ 
ization finally comes so they can promote the strain 
for universal good. 
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General Grievous stands guard (fterthe mighty* 
Death Star strain. Incidentally, Grievous is actually 
a pipe, crafted by the inimitable glass artist Banjo. 
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'DEATH-STAR HAS FAR EXCEEDED

In the meantime, these Jedi grow¬ 
ers keep close tabs on their Death Star. 
A few years ago, back in the Midwest, 
they were entrusted with a “true" Sour 
Diesel clone from a Vermont friend, 
who made them promise to pass the 
strain on only to principled pot growers, 
a request they have since honored. But 
that didn't mean they couldn't experi¬ 
ment. They first crossed the Sour 
Diesel with Bubblegum and G-13, but 
when they introduced it to Sensi Star, it 
was obvious that they'd hit the equiva¬ 
lent of the cannabis growers' lottery. 

“Death Star has far exceeded our 
expectations," Team Death Star reports, 
adding: “It's far better than Diesel." 

That's some endorsement, because 
Sour D is easily one of the most pleas¬ 
ant and powerful strains in existence. 

As for Death Star, it's an amazingly 
pungent specimen: Open up a bag and 
your immediate environment will be in¬ 
stantly suffused with its dank aroma. 
Moreover, the high-level stone it deliv¬ 
ers is unmatched. Habitual pot smokers 
are dumbfounded by its capacity to take 
their high to a whole new level. And as 
far as its medicinal value goes, there is 
no other strain extant that can make a 
toker as hungry. Those in the marijuana 
community who have had the good for¬ 


tune to encounter Death Star have been 
unanimously ecstatic. Rock legend Car¬ 
los Santana has tried it and now 
smokes no other strain—that is, when 
he can locate it. 

Currently, only 50 to 60 growers in 
just three states are cultivating Death 
Star. It's not being handed out to just 
anybody—you gotta be a Jedi! But if a 
grower is deemed worthy of the strain, 
they immediately become part of the 
Force. “We're the Team's leaders,” the 
founders of Team Death Star say, “but 
Jedi are all equal." 

Getting into Team Death Star's inner 
sanctum was no mean feat. The Jedi 
growers are friendly yet cautious; they 
would hardly permit lowly subspecies 
to corrupt their world. I'm no Jedi, but I 
was judged sufficiently evolved to be al¬ 
lowed to visit their growroom. 

As dusk enveloped Henderson, a 
suburb of Las Vegas, I parked in a mall 
parking lot with photographer Dan 
Skye. As instructed, we waited near the 
Sears department store. Within 15 
minutes, Team Death Star arrived. 

They turned out to be an ordinary-look¬ 
ing young couple, the kind that might 
use a Friday night to buy a new dish¬ 
washer—or maybe some 3-gallon pots 
at Home Depot.

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make their move to one of the two flowering rooms. 

As might be expected with Jedi growers, the gardens 
are immaculate, and no landlord would ever suspect that 
his property had been used as a pot farm. (“We always get 
our deposit back," the Team says.) Team Death Star has 
been pleased with the Nevada climate—no bugs, no mold, 
no mites—but it's a challenge to keep the plants from dry¬ 
ing out when the temperature outside reaches triple digits. 

Their operation is a perpetual garden, and harvest 
happens every two weeks. Their fertilizer is a mix of per¬ 
lite and Ocean Forest. The temperature in the gardens is 
always 79°F. Each room features 1,000-watt high-pres¬ 
sure sodium (HPS) lights, with 12 plants allotted to each. 
They're watered every other day with all-organic nutri¬ 
ents and a “couple of secret ingredients." When harvest 
time finally arrives, the flushing process last two weeks. 

There are other strains in their garden as well. Kyle 
Kushman's Strawberry Cough is here, but the Team admit 
it's losing popularity. The Dumpster is here, too—the elite 
strain that was rescued from a dumpster on the Ohio State 
campus a decade or so ago, nursed back to health, and 
now stands among the top smokes in Stonerland. And 
Team Death Star can barely contain their excitement over 
a new concoction, an as-yet-unnamed strain (Grape Skunk 
x Super Silver Haze x Death Star) that awaits an other¬ 
worldly moniker of its very own. 

Like true Jedi, the Team Death Star growers are happy 
to pass on their secrets to aspiring knights. “Pay atten¬ 
tion," they say. “Write everything down, like when you 
change a light; don't be a stoner and forget when you 
changed it. And be consistent—if you do things right, you 
shouldn't have to spend more than an hour a day oversee¬ 
ing your babies." 

Prior to our departure from Team Death Star head¬ 
quarters, a fat, Jedi-approved joint was passed our way. 
Undeniably, the Force was now with us. Upon leaving, we 
were instructed to don our sunglasses once again. Dan's 
nausea returned, but not as severely: Death Star had res¬ 
cued him. However, it affected me as well—when we re¬ 
turned to the parking lot, it took me 20 minutes to 
remember where I'd parked the car. ^ 


Once we were inside the car, we were 
handed two pairs of blacked-out sunglasses 
that we were required to wear on the trip to 
Team Death Star's secret lair. Within minutes, 
Dan was getting nauseous—apparently, he's 
got an inner-ear problem that makes his 
equilibrium a little dicey, and being driven 
around blindly with all the constant turns, U- 
turns, double-backs and circles was playing 
havoc with his stomach. Fortunately, we 
pulled into a garage before Dan could leave a 
token of his visit in the backseat. 

The automatic garage door closed behind 
us. We could have been anywhere in suburban 
Vegas, as far as I could deduce, but we might 
also have headed somewhere else completely 
and wound up in Spring Valley. But wherever 
it was, we were now in a two-story house 
somewhere in a desert community. 

Upstairs, there were five bedrooms, 
three of which had been converted into gar¬ 
dens. An all-organic operation, the smallest 
room was a veg room outfitted with T-5 
lighting where the cuttings start in cups, 
move to 1 -gallon pots, and finally are trans¬ 
ferred to 3-gallon pots. That's when they

Most professional wrestlers know how climb to the top rope and launch their body high in 
the air above a packed arena, ready to crash down upon an unwitting opponent, a concrete 
floor, a folding metal chair or even a well-concealed strip of barbed wire-hut only Rob Van 
Dam can claim to do so while baked off his ass and wearing a psychedelic T-shirt with 
“420” emblazoned on the back. 

Among the most accomplished athletes ever to enter the wrestling ring, Van Dam drop- 
kicked his way into the hearts of stoned grappling fans everywhere by proving that, while 
pot may bring inner peace, it doesn’t prevent you from perpetrating some extreme acts of 
simulated violence for the roaring approval of the masses. Along the way, Van Dam has 
boasted individual and tag-team championship belts on both the WWE and ECW circuits, 
earning accolades not only for the technical skill he shows in the ring, but also the larger- 
than-life personality that makes him a star attraction in one of America’s most popular 
spectator sports. No wonder fans at his earliest matches took to toking up in solidarity- 
right in the stands-while chanting “Rob smokes pot!” 

Recently, Van Dam has added “marijuana activist” to his impressive list of accomplish¬ 
ments, which also includes action-movie actor, radio-show host and reality-TV producer. 
After accepting an invitation to the 2009 National NORML Conference in San Francisco last 
September, Van Dam took part in one of the most interesting panels of the weekend. In the 
wake of the furor over Michael Phelps’s bong-smoking photo, RVD headlined a discussion 
on “Cannabis and Athleticism” that also included former NFL All-Pro lineman Mark Step- 
noski and mixed martial-arts champion Toby Grear, which examined the links between 
marijuana use and championship-level athletic performance. 

While all of the panelists reported that marijuana helped them in their sport careers, 
whether as a way to relax after competition or as a safe, effective pain reliever, only Van 
Dam described toking up right before entering the ring. He also recalled his no-less-con- 
frontational turns as a pro-pot pundit, taking to the airwaves as a well-informed and no- 
nonsense proponent of legalization-including in a debate on MSNBC with Gen. Barry 
McCaffrey that left the former Clinton administration Drug Czar looking as stunned as a 
man who’d just had a two-by-four broken over the back of his head. 

When the conference wrapped up, Van Dam graciously made time for a private session 
with his favorite magazine. Recalling the swell of new fans he earned following his first 
HIGH TIMES interview [March ’99 HT}, the highest-flying man in professional wrestling 
paused for a bit of medicating, then took our questions on pot, pro wrestling, and the pre¬ 
carious skill of combining the two. 


Do you remember the first time you smoked mar¬ 
ijuana? 

It was in Jamaica, on my 21st birthday, in a room 
full of wrestlers who were hitting this killer ganja 
while I literally held my head out the window to 
avoid breathing the smoke in. I don’t know if you 
would call it “peer pressure” or “self-defense,” 
but these big Samoans were threatening to sit on 
my head, and they kept saying: “Hit it, pussy— 
everyone else is hitting it and it’s not killing them! 
You can hit it once, you prima donna!” 

So I hit the joint twice, and my first experience 
wasn’t that great. I was staring at a wall—just 
could not quit staring at the fucking wall. And I got 
paranoid. But then I started reading about body 
builders who smoke to get focused before their 
workouts, and it made a lot of sense to me. And all 
these other wrestlers I knew smoked too, so it 
wasn't long before I discovered I could medicate 
and still get in the ring and wrestle. 

What made you try pot again after the first time? 
For me, it was hanging out with a friend who 
bounced at a bar in Tampa where I also worked. I 
was fresh out of wrestling school, had been 
wrestling for maybe a year, and I was at the stage 
in my career called “paying your dues,” which 
meant wrestling at the Exploritorium on Thursday 
nights for 35 bucks. 

Meanwhile, I was bouncing at this bar, and the 
other bouncer used to say, “I’m not twisting your 
arm, but I’m gonna roll one and smoke one. You're 
welcome to sit in the car and talk with me or not.” 
I’d end up hitting it once or twice, and eventually I 
started to like the way it lifted my spirit. I was a 
giggly smoker—at first, I felt like I was doing

something wrong; I used to have to lie to my girl¬ 
friend about it. Now, I look back on that and I 
think: “Wow, what a bunch of bullshit.” 

How often do you get high? Ever been stoned dur¬ 
ing a match? 

I use cannabis a few hours before wrestling to 
clear my mind, then do my extensive stretching 
routine, then I smoke again before climbing into 
the ring. At that point, my physical and mental dis¬ 
tractions are no longer bothering me, and I’m 
ready to go out there and have fun. 

Outside the ring, I’m what you call a functional 
24/7 toker. I smoke around the clock—but then 
again, some days I don’t smoke at all, and some¬ 
times I go a few weeks without, if it’s a conscious 
choice. It’s that easy: If I choose not to smoke, I 
just don’t. That’s why I don't understand so-called 
marijuana “addiction.” The really dangerous thing 
is that you can go to rehab for smoking pot and 
pick up a deadly cigarette habit. 

Have you ever used other, more dangerous 
drugs? Pain management must be a big issue for 
professional wrestlers.... 

Back when I was eating muscle relaxers a lot, I 
found it somehow amusing that, at times, I 
couldn’t even pick up a glass of water. I would lit¬ 
erally fall asleep trying. 

I quit that shit when a good friend of mine died 


from eating Somas. I’ve lost so many wrestling 
friends in the past 10 years—mostly to drug over¬ 
doses. It seems silly now that I used to be amused 
at taking away from my own ability. I’d have fans 
screaming at night while I’m doing a running 
round-off to a back hand-spring moonsault— 
BOOM! Hell, yeah !—and then later on that night, I 
need people to help walk me to my room. Looking 
back on it, I’m like: “What an idiot!” 

The big question is, how did we get into this 
situation where the drug that’s killing you is the 
one the doc prescribes, and the drug that's never 
killed anyone gets you locked up? Most people 
have been brainwashed to think it’s dirty to talk 
about marijuana, like it’s pornography or some¬ 
thing. But the people at the NORML conference, 
they do want to talk about it—and that’s impor¬ 
tant, because marijuana prohibition is based en¬ 
tirely on lies, when, in fact, it’s a wonderful, 
wonderful weed. 

How long have fans connected with you as a fel¬ 
low cannabis enthusiast? 

It all started way back in the day with the “RVD420 
Means I Just Smoked Your Ass” T-shirts and the 
first HIGH TIMES interview. Ever since, there’s al¬ 
ways been a lot of fans who associate me with 
marijuana and have a high level of respect for me 
for being so vocal about it. That’s something 
everyone should be genuine enough to do, but un¬ 


fortunately, you stand out nowadays just by being 
genuine. 

Before WWE matches when I first got there, 
they used to take down the 420 signs because se¬ 
curity claimed they were “drug-related.” When 
Ray Mysterio and I were tag-team champions, we 
had a move where I would pick him up and jump in 
the air and we would drop down with our legs 
landing on the opponent. We called it the 420 Leg 
Drop, and I remember having a conversation with 
Vince [McMahon] where he asked, “What does 
'420' mean? That’s a drug reference, right?” And I 
said, “No, no, no ... it’s '4' because there’s four 
legs falling at once, and '20' because that’s our 
combined shoe size—I’m a size 12, and he’s a size 
8—so we’re dropping 420 on your ass.” 

Do fans ever gift you weed? 

Oh, yeah—especially back in the ECW days. 
Sometimes a fan would hand me a joint while I 
was high-fiving everyone in the front row. I’d snag 
it and hide it, and then hand it off to my manager 
and tell him to save it for later. But that was when 
my standards were lower. Since I moved to Cali¬ 
fornia, I’ve become a little bit of a pot snob, so I've 
got to travel with my own. 

One thing that’s really cool is, a fan blew a 
glass water bong with yin-yangs on the side and 
“RVD” on the bowl, melted into the glass—a really 
cool bong. I had it sitting on display in my house,

and my friend gave me so much shit 
about it. He was like: “Come on, 
dude, you’re not even gonna use it? 
Do you know how bummed the guy 
that made it would be if he knew you 
had it just sitting there on the shelf?" 
So we pulled it off the shelf and 
packed it immediately. 

What do you like to smoke? 

I mostly like sativas, but sometimes I 
like indicas as well, and I also like to 
have a mixture of both. My friend 
owns a dispensary down in Venice 
Beach—a lot of times, I help him 
sample. He even named RVD420 
Kush after me. 

Usually, I select only top strains, 
like a Sour Diesel or a White Widow. 
Recently, when I was in Amsterdam, I 
enjoyed some Laughing Buddha, 
which was a 2003 Cannabis Cup 
award winner. 

How was your trip to Amsterdam? 

I thought I wouldn't like it that much. 
Since I live in California and can 
smoke freely at home, I figured that 
Amsterdam wouldn’t be that big a 
deal for me compared to everyone 
else. But I loved it. Obviously, it’s cool 
not to have to sneak in your medicat¬ 
ing before leaving the room. You can 
sit smoking in a cafe, or I even rented 
a bike and took a smoking tour of the 
city on two wheels. 

And what an amazing city! I love 
the buildings that date back to the 
13th century, and I love the canals. 
The fact that there's so many people, 
but they’re not drunk and puking all 
over the sidewalk—Amsterdam’s got 


an excellent, neutral, tolerant energy. 
Even with the prostitutes in the win¬ 
dows, there’s still families walking 
by, just looking at them saying: “Ya, 
that’s prostitutes." It was like they 
didn’t have as much hate, which is a 
cultural thing—being okay with your 
fellow human beings. 

Plus, those European women 
were really pretty, too. 

What's the story behind your arrest? 

I got pulled over for speeding, and the 
car stunk really, really bad because I 
had a bag of some skunky weed in 
the center console. Cop smells it, 
goes through all our bags, empties 
everything we have out—and the 
whole time he’s like: “I’m sorry, guys, 
I feel like I should know who you are, 
but I don’t follow wrestling." 

And I’m thinking: “Oh, really, 
motherfucker? Is that why I’m sitting 
in the back seat with my hands 
cuffed?” Anyway, when he called in 
the arrest, every other cop said: 
“Sorry, Rob, if it woulda been me .... " 
Just my luck to get busted by the one 
cop on the force that wasn't a fan— 
but then again, I think everything 
happens for a reason, and, to be hon¬ 
est, I needed the 30 days off from 
work [following my suspension]. 

And it also helped me make his¬ 
tory—just like Michael Phelps. You 
can smoke cannabis and be a great 
athlete. I don’t wanna hide the truth. 

How do you think Michael Phelps 
handled that incident? He certainly 
could have been more “genuine" 
about it instead of apologizing....

Actually, I thought Michael Phelps 
handled it really well. He had mil¬ 
lions and millions of endorsement 
dollars on the line. Kellogg’s had al¬ 
ready dropped him, and he was look¬ 
ing at Speedo and Rolex and Subway 
and Mazda—all the other sponsors 
he could have lost if he came out and 
said, “Fuck yeah, it was pot!” 

So, instead, what he said was: “It 
was stupid.” And it was—the whole 
thing was stupid. I really admire him 
for handling it that way. He said it 
was stupid and apologized, but he’s 
never added any detail. 

As a public figure with many young 
fans, what do you think parents 
should be telling their kids about 
marijuana? 

I’m always an advocate for honesty. I 
don’t have kids of my own, but if I did, 
I don’t think I'd tell them there’s a 
Santa Claus. I don't understand that. 

I’m not judging other parents, but 
I think I’d be honest about smoking 
pot, and ultimately it would be nice to 
live in a world that supports that po¬ 
sition. In the meantime, I would tell 
kids what to expect from other kids 
and parents, and I would firmly make 
a point that I do not believe kids 
should smoke cannabis. Their brains 
are like wet cement.... 

What were your impressions of for¬ 
mer Drug Czar Barry McCaffrey and 


your televised debate? 

It's surprising—Barry McCaffrey, 
who was someone in a position to 
make changes, said on the air that “If 
you’re 40 years old and you’re living 
in Oregon and you have 12 giant pot 
plants in the back of your log cabin, 
knock yourself out, but we’ve got to 
protect our kids” .... Of course, that’s 
exactly why you regulate mari¬ 
juana—so you can control it, tax it 
and keep it out of the hands of kids. 

Meanwhile, I have never, ever 
heard one sensible reason why mari¬ 
juana should be prohibited. 

You’re an incredibly active guy, both 
in the ring and out of it. Do you think 
the stereotype of the “lazy stoner" is 
starting to fade? 

I definitely think so. Overall, more 
and more professional people are 
coming out, and that’s changing the 
perception for everyone. I also hope 
people have started to use their 
brains more—and something called 
“common sense”—instead of just 
taking what they’re told at face 
value. 

Eventually, when all of the suc¬ 
cessful people who smoke marijuana 
come out for it, and everyone knows 
that it’s safer than cigarettes or alco¬ 
hol and that it’s not addictive, then I 
think eventually people will start to 
finally respect their fellow citizens’ 
personal choices. ^

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level found in pot could greatly 
enhance the medical-marijuana 
industry. Publishing in the Journal 
of Experimental Botany, the 
researchers note that they specifi¬ 
cally targeted the genes responsi¬ 
ble for generating the plant’s 


drug-filled hairs. By impairing or 
encouraging the growth of these 
hairs, scientists could conceivably 
gain precise control over the THC 
level in a crop. 

Currently, this level is con¬ 
trolled through breeding and selec¬ 


tion techniques, which makes mari¬ 
juana less precise than most other 
medications when it comes to mea¬ 
suring doses. It should also be 
noted that THC is not the only psy¬ 
choactive compound found in the 
plant. As we know, there are many 
other compounds in the plant— 
cannabinoids, flavonoids and alka¬ 
loids, as well as various oils and 
terpenes—that all contribute to the 
psychoactive effects of marijuana. 
Thus, much more research is need¬ 
ed before scientists could com¬ 
pletely control the potency of a 
cannabis crop. 

A Last Word 

With all the recent coverage, serious 
and frivolous, regarding medical 
marijuana and the need for regula¬ 
tions, restrictions and added scruti¬ 
ny, one has to wonder just where, 
exactly, such sentiments are origi¬ 
nating. Keeping in mind that it defi¬ 
nitely in the interests of every media 
outlet to keep all the debate and 
drama alive (it sure does sell), we, 
the mass populace, need to apply 
more of that scrutiny in reverse. 

We need to ask, for example, 
who—aside from those who benefit 
from busting medical dispensaries 
(i.e., law-enforcement agencies and 
conservative politicians)—is really 
concerned with pot being legalized 
as medicine, or even as a recre¬ 
ational substance? As concerned 
and active citizens, it is the respon¬ 
sibility of each and every one of us 
to speak up more clearly to those 
who claim to serve public interest 
via fair and unbiased journalism. 

For example, when we see a 
news report headlined “D.A. and 
Towns Call for Sanctions on Medical 
Marijuana,” we must actively chal¬ 
lenge—by phone call or letter— 
those news organizations reporting 
that misleading information: "Um, 
hello, news editor, when you printed 
'D.A. and Towns Call for Sanctions’, 
were you referring to all of the peo¬ 
ple in those towns? If so, which 
accredited poll were you specifically 
using to determine their views on 
medical marijuana?” 

Calling news stations or writing 
editors asking them to cite their 
sources—or even publish an oppos¬ 
ing view—is activism in its truest 
and most righteous form. Never be 
afraid to stand up and be heard: 
After all, it’s your right and respon¬ 
sibility to defend justice and liberty, 
and this strikes to the very heart of 
those ideals! ^

- CHEM DAWG — - 

It’s about time that one of America's most popular cannabis strains 
graced the page of our medical column. Chem Dawg, arguably one of 
the most potent strains on Earth, has become a patient favorite—and 
for exactly that reason. 

While numerous phenotypes of the strain exist—most notably on 
opposite sides of the country—the unmistakably raw aroma and flavor 
of Chem Dawg, combined with its powerful stone, keep it a very consis¬ 
tent medicine for treating various types of ailments. A member of the 
fabled East Coast lineage that also spawned the Kush and Diesel 
strains, Chem Dawg is easily cultivated on either coast, both indoors and 
out—and when it's grown in precisely controlled settings, such as beefy 
hydro systems with added nutrients, the THC count can be staggering, 
reportedly reaching the 30% level. 

Chem Dawg’s true roots begin in the Colorado Mountains, before it 
surfaced in a mysterious pot deal during a Grateful Dead tour. Accord¬ 
ing to this scenario, a pound of weed was bought that contained exactly 
eight seeds. These were the legendary "Eight Magic Beans" that gave 
us the Chem Dawg, Kush and Diesel lines, among others. Whether or 
not the story's completely true, tons of research by various writers has 
found that the herb in that deal was from an area in Colorado where a 
primarily indica Chem line had been produced steadily for years, con¬ 
firming that Chem Dawg (and related siblings) are indeed of predomi¬ 
nantly indica genetics. 

Chem Dawg has some of that sour-candy-like aftertaste that makes 
her super-sweet to smoke. Her stone is intense, and she serves well as a 
painkiller and sedative. However, Chem Dawg is not for the faint-hearted 
or the beginning smoker. So give fair warning to patients experimenting 
with her for the first time, as she might leave a bad first impression of 
pot to someone who would otherwise enjoy the experience of building 
up, incrementally, to something with the Chem Dawg’s potency.

Good Signs, Bad Signs? 

Perhaps the most intriguing news 
item to come out in recent months 
has been the discovery and subse¬ 
quent isolation of the genes respon¬ 
sible for THC production within the 
cannabis plant by scientists at the 
University of Minnesota. Finding 
these genes opens a pathway to cre¬ 
ating either entirely THC-free hemp 
plants for industrial purposes or 
plants with a much higher concen¬ 
tration of the psychotropic chemical. 
It's kind of like asking "Is the glass 
half-full or half-empty?” 

While some proponents of the 
industrial-hemp movement may 
view this as a landmark discovery- 
enabling them to grow legal hemp 
without even the slightest trace of 
THC—others fear a virtual genocide 
of marijuana genetics, as govern¬ 
ments around the world could con¬ 
ceivably begin implementing 
cleansing programs whereby 
manipulated genetics are injected 
into the world-wide cannabis gene 
pool, beginning a slow eradication of 
the sacred herb as we know it. 

Of course, the latter notion is 
extreme, since it would be long, 
costly and ultimately impossible to 
accomplish—especially considering 
the safeguards put into place by 
millions of growers and breeders 
around the globe to protect their 
favorite ganja strains. Still, this 
development could have important 
consequences for both the medici¬ 
nal and industrial use of cannabis. 
On the industrial side, for example, 
places like North Dakota have been 
looking to change state law in order 
to allow their citizens to raise hemp 
as a cash crop. The ability to create 
hemp that doesn’t contain even the 
slightest amounts of any banned 
substance would thus allow North 
Dakotans to sow the crop without 
any change in the law. 

On the opposite end of the spec¬ 
trum, precise control of the THC

What do you get when you mix weed and molecular gastronomy? By Ashley Boudreaux 


I was horrified to learn recently that a friend of 
mine was regularly reusing the same cooking 
cannabis in two consecutive rounds of butter. This 
is bad. BAD! What’s even worse is that people were 
convinced they were high after ingesting his ass- 
end batches of edibles. How can this be? It’s not as 
if finely chopped marijuana jealously guards big, 
fat THC molecules in weird nooks and crannies, 
waiting for a second round of heat and butter to 
release them to the world. It just doesn’t work like 
that. So what the hell is going on here? 

Ganja is much more than just a delivery mech¬ 
anism for delta-9 tetrahydrocannabinol (THC). 
There are hundreds of other molecular com¬ 
pounds in weed, and they work together in ways 
we’re just beginning to understand. Take terpenes, 
for example: These are what makes weed stink— 
especially the sativa strains. Arjan’s Green House 
Seed Company out of Amsterdam has done a 
major amount of research on terpenes, including 
charting the levels in different strains with head- 
space gas-chromatography equipment. (Hey, HIGH 
TIMES, I want a gas chromatographer, too—espe¬ 
cially if they make them pocket-sized or pink.) 

Anyway, weed contains a number of terpenes, 
and they all have different olfactory and biochem¬ 
ical properties. For example, limonene is respon¬ 
sible for the pine/citrus/eucalyptus notes in 
ganja; it’s also present in citrus peel. Myrcene 
lends a rich, sweet, woody, fruity signature to 
herb; it’s also found in mangoes and lemongrass. 
Alpha and beta pinene bring pine notes to the 
table; they also occur naturally in rosemary. 
Sabinene, which is also found in tea-tree oil, is 
the culprit behind peppery weed, while alpha- 
phellandrene has a minty taste. 

Clearly, there’s a world of possibilities when it 
comes to pairing cannabis strains with food for an 


Pairing chocolate with 


weed is a delicious 
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enhanced taste and high—i.e., Haze strains would 
be much better than Trainwreck in a Vietnamese- 
style fish soup with mango and lemongrass due to 
their higher levels of sabinene and myrcene. 

Ganja with high levels of alpha-phellandrene or 
limonene would complement dark chocolate real¬ 
ly well. Marijuana heavy on the pinene would work 
best with savory dishes. Hell, I could spend the 
rest of my life experimenting with this (and proba¬ 
bly will). 

The bottom line is that olfactory memory alone 
can trigger funky reactions in the brain—and, yes, 
some terpenes do bind to cannabinoid receptors. 
After all, cannabinoids are terpene-phenolic com¬ 
pounds in the first place, so it makes sense that 
certain smells and/or tastes would trigger mental 
expectations or responses in a person. It’s a strong 
placebo effect, basically: People eat something 
that tastes like weed due to the terpenes, and 
some of their receptors light up like a pinball 
machine in anticipation, with or without the THC ... 

WHICH STILL DOESN’T MAKE IT OKAY TO 
COOK YOUR WEED TWICE! 

Now that that's settled: 


CHOCOLATE-COVERED NUT CARAMELS 


14 grams weed, finely chopped 

2 sticks unsalted butter 

2V4 cups brown sugar 

1 cup Karo Lite syrup 

14 oz sweetened condensed milk 

1 tsp real vanilla extract 


2 cups chopped walnuts or pecans 
12 oz chocolate chips 
Pastry brush 
Parchment paper 
Non-stick cooking spray 
Candy thermometer 


First, combine the weed and butter in a double-boiler and simmer for one hour. Strain the vegeta¬ 
tive matter out completely, squeezing to remove as much butter as possible. DISCARD THE FUCK¬ 
ING WEED. Lay out a long sheet of parchment paper (wax paper sucks, trust me), spray it with 
non-stick cooking spray, and put piles of nuts on the paper, at least two inches apart; the closer to 
the end of the sugar-cooking process you can do this, the better. In a heavy pot (preferably cast- 
iron), combine the butter, sugar, syrup, vanilla and milk. Stir constantly over medium-low heat, 
periodically brushing the sugar from the sides of the pot with a pastry brush dipped in water to 
prevent crystallization, until the temperature reaches 248°F. Remove from heat. Now spoon the 
caramel over the piles of nuts. Let cool completely. 

Temper the chocolate in a double-boiler: You basically take two-thirds of the chocolate, heat it 
to 110°F, then remove it from the heat and stir in the remaining chips, taking the temperature 
down to about 88°F. The chocolate should have a nice gloss to it. Then carefully dip the caramel 
patties in the chocolate and cool them completely on parchment paper. 

Stones the hell out of 14 people. Enjoy.

Grassroots say “Yes We Cannabis!” at the 2009 NORML National Conference. By Allen St Pierre 


Over 600 dedicated cannabis-law 
reform activists, medical-marijua¬ 
na patients and legalization advo¬ 
cates packed the Grand Hyatt in 
downtown San Francisco this past 
September—along with every 
major drug-policy reform group 
and dozens of vendors and spon¬ 
sors from all over the US and 
Canada—to make the 38th annual 
NORML conference the best-attended and most media- 
covered event in the organization's storied history. 

Dubbed the “Yes We Cannabis” conference, 
NORML’s annual confab took on a three-pronged 
focus: determining the best legal and business prac¬ 
tices for cannabusinesses; promoting taxation and 
regulation in a post-prohibition world; and coordi¬ 
nating political strategies for the marijuana-law 
reform movement in 2D ID. 

One sign of the movement’s growing political 
maturity was the spirited debate among erstwhile 
allies of cannabis legalization in California, who 
were vetting three competing legalization initiatives 
and seeking support from the high-level activists 
and grassroots supporters at the NDRML conference. 
Unlike prior cannabis-law reform initiatives, which 
have largely been bankrolled by billionaires, this 
next crucial round of advocacy in America appears 
to be funded by individuals directly affiliated with 
cannabusiness. 

Further, cannabis wellness centers appear to be 
leading the way to regulated cannabis distribution by 
complying with current California laws and focusing 
on the responsible, localized distribution of cannabis 
products. According to Harborside Health Center’s 


Stephen DeAngelo, this approach 
is currently making slow but 
steady progress toward the day 
when local law enforcement, 
elected officials, the media and 
the general public come to 
understand that cannabis distri¬ 
bution by, for and to responsible 
adults is commerce that should 
be embraced, not prohibited. 

The conference also featured a keynote address by 
Harvard professor and Marijuana Reconsidered 
author Dr. Lester Grinspoon, plus forward-looking 
panel discussions on subjects like “Pot, Parents and 
Prohibition,” “Putting the Mexican Cartels Out of Busi¬ 
ness,” “Will Use Increase After Legalization?” and 
“Cannabis and Athleticism,” which brought together 
current and former professional athletes who endorse 
cannabis, including mixed-martial artist Toby Grear, 
pro wrestler Rob Van Dam and NFL All-Pro lineman 
Mark Stepnoski. 

Also in the vanguard (and never to be outdone), 
HIGH TIMES convened a very well-attended cultiva¬ 
tion seminar featuring Senior Cultivation Editor 
Danny Danko’s advice on growing monster-sized 
plants in the era of plant limits, as well as former 
Cultivation Editor Kyle Kushman’s take on growing 
“veganic” pot indoors.

Medical-Grade Seeds 

After being injured in two separate horrific accidents. Medicine Man lost his job 
as a stonemason and almost lost his life. He continued to suffer from severe pain 
and headaches due to double post-concussion syndrome-until he read about 
cannabis and its possible benefits for people with certain serious brain or bodily 
injuries. Like many Canadians, Medicine Man had partaken in pot while young 
and had even grown some in the past, so he decided to give it a try. 

He got a bit emotional as he recounted his discovery to me: “That was the day I 
turned from a victim into a medicine man. Now I show others how to make small 
adjustments in their lives to feel better and live more productively. I even run a 
nonprofit clone, seed and medicine shop via the Internet.” 

Over the years, Medicine Man has become a proficient grower. “It took me 
three years of indoor growing to be able to achieve over a gram per watt per 
cycle,” he said, “and now I routinely grow 10- to 12-ounce plants inside. I grow all 
my indoor plants in 5-gallon buckets set up with individual drippers in order to 
get the biggest root systems. Each plant is tended to with the utmost care, love 
and good intentions; medicinal-grade cannabis must be treated properly in order 
to perform at peak levels for treating illnesses. I’m busy with the growing, breed¬ 
ing, and even mentoring several apprentices at a time, but it feels great to be 
able to help myself and others treat their ailments with truly healing cannabis. 

“Because of this, all the strains I work with are chosen for their medicinal prop¬ 
erties. My indicas are chosen to work for headaches, body pains and ocular pres¬ 
sure from glaucoma, while my sativas treat depression, nausea, and the inability 
to consume foods and fluids. It’s very important to know which ailments are 
being treated when deciding upon a cannabis variety—too many people give up 
after trying the wrong strain for their malady.” 
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Medicine Man isolates a particular male—in this in¬ 
stance, MK-Ultra from TH Seeds—and uses it to polli¬ 
nate a variety of females to make his first batch of 
seeds. These are grown out, and then a careful selec¬ 
tion process determines which females he’ll pollinate 
again using the same male. This procedure, referred 
to as "backcrossing,” encourages favorable traits 
while ensuring that unfavorable ones are bred out. 
Hundreds of plants are sacrificed in order to find the 
special "keepers” for future breeding. 

After the male has pollinated the females, the buds 
begin to fill up with seeds. Once mature, these buds 
will be dried and sifted to collect the ripe bud beans. 
Then they're labeled and ready fortesting to determine 
their viability. High germination rates ensure healthy 
sprouts, and Medicine Man tries out all of his strains 
rigorously before releasing them to the market. 

All of Medicine Man’s seeds are intended to fill spe¬ 
cific medical needs. With strain names like Painkiller 
and Concussion, he hopes to lead patients out of the 
dark and help them find the particular medicine 
they’re looking for to soothe or heal their ailments. On 
his website, he even sells rooted clones of his strains 
and medicinal cannabis for qualified patients. 

As we sat in his backyard smoking some spliffs of 
his BC Diesel (a.k.a. Ricky Simpson, nicknamed for 
the Canadian man who’s curing cancer with cannabis, 
as detailed in the January 2010 issue of HIGH TIMES), 
Medicine Man became incredulous. "Canadians don’t 
know this info!” he said. "We are the only country in 
the world with a federal medical-cannabis law, and 
yet only a small number of people are registered- 
less than 500 licenses! My advice to all Canadians in 
need is to get certified, get growing !” 
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Choosing Strains 

All serious cannabis breeders must select their parent stock carefully and pay 
scrupulous attention to details. As a pot-using patient himself, Medicine Man 
chooses his strains based upon his own personal experience and expertise. 
His company, Medical Grade Marijuana Seeds, will be releasing five to 10 vari¬ 
eties and is planning on some limited-edition F-1 hybrids every month as well. 

"The first hybrid I worked on is called West Coast Super Sour Bubble Haze,” 
he said. "The lineage is Afghani, Northern Lights, South American, Skunk, 

Haze and Indian. She smells like bubblegum and cures up to a nice sour-fruit 
taste. This one is extremely mite- and mold-resistant, but still a heavy yielder.” 

As for his current projects, Medicine Man provided the following list: The 
indicas I'm working on include Painkiller and Purple Painkiller (both F-1 hy¬ 
brids of pure Kushes—Pakistani and Afghani), Ultra Violet (MK Ultra x Purple 
Kush), LA’s Finest (pure LA Kush), BC’s Finest (Maple Ridge Medical cut x Lan- 
ley’s OG Kush cut), Concussion (LA’s Finest x BC's Finest x Purple Kush), Pur¬ 
ple Nurple (Purple Kush x West Coast Super Sour Bubble Haze) and Bud 
Capital Kush. 

“My more sativa varieties are Pineapple Express (the isolated and cubed 
Pineapple C-99 pheno), BC-99 (Pineapple Express x Afghooey), BC Sour Bub¬ 
ble Haze (BC-99 x West Coast Super Sour Bubble Haze) and Princess Shiva 
(BC-99 x Shiva Skunk).” 

As for his preferred nutrient regimen: "I use only Advanced Nutrients for 
all my growing, because they are the only company that designs cannabis- 
specific plant foods. Plus they support the medical-marijuana movement, un¬ 
like some companies that profit from the growers but give nothing back and 
don’t even acknowledge the cause.”

After touring Medicine Man’s growing and breeding 
facilities, we took a ride to Canada’s premier seed 
retailer, Vancouver Seed Bank, now with two loca¬ 
tions serving the needs of marijuana growers and 
users. We visited the original location on East Hast¬ 
ings; it’s an amazing place, with a huge selection of 
seeds available for purchase as well as a toker- 
friendly lounge and a lovely outdoor garden. 

On the same block, former Vancouver Seed Bank 
owner Dana Larsen has opened the Medicinal 
Cannabis Dispensary, a nonprofit organization that 
provides high-quality med-pot products to legiti¬ 
mate patients with a valid medical need. They’ve 
been open for over a year with only minimal police 
harassment, and they even offer a nationwide mail-order service for Canadi¬ 
ans with medical-marijuana cards. 

Dana joined us for a toke and explained his philosophy. “We celebrated our 
one-year anniversary in October, and we expect to have over 1,000 mem¬ 
bers soon,” he said. “We’re working on another location as well—but to be 
honest, I wish others would open more dispensaries here. There is a vast 
need—much more than we can handle on our own.” The line of patients 


waiting inside the dispensary emphasized his point. 

I asked Dana what was typically available at the 
club. “We always have at least 10 strains of pot and 
hash, as well as many edible food products made 
with THC,” he said. “There’s also tinctures, oils, cap¬ 
sules and elixirs—I’m particularly excited about our 
cannabis-infused hemp oil, which we’ve seen work¬ 
ing for sores, eczema, muscle pains and even severe 
headaches. No other clubs in Canada do mail-order, 
and I feel it’s important that patients in the smaller 
towns and more remote regions get quality medicine 
as well. To that end, we’re also going to start selling 
our clones by mail-order soon.” 

I took the opportunity to ask Medicine Man if he 
had anything else he wanted to mention, and he 
insisted on shouting out a local horticulture-supply shop called Pro-Grow 
Hydro in Port Coquitlam. The owner, Karen, has a license to treat the 
symptoms of her multiple sclerosis with cannabis, and she’s very com¬ 
passionate to medical growers, providing consultations to help navigate 
the forms and regulations required for caregivers in Canada.” Then he 
added: “We have a human right to cheaper, natural and more effective 
medicine. Corporations are a cult. Cannabis is the cure!” ^

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WHAT’S THE CURE? 

What's the best way to properly cure my harvest 
after chopping it down? 

Outdo'in Idaho 

Dear Outdo' p 

Farmers who overlook the curing process do a 
great injustice to their pot produce. Curing 
slowly “sweats" moisture from the inside of 
buds that may appear dry on the surface. Re¬ 
moving this moisture—along with the excess 
chlorophyll that gives fresh pot its unpleasantly 
harsh “green" flavor—makes for better-tasting 
and better-burning buds. 

Several important factors determine the 
perfect cure. Chopped branches should be hung 
to dry for at least four days, depending on the 
humidity at harvest time, and preferably for 
more than a week. When the trimmed buds feel 
popcorn-dry on the outside and the stems crack 
when bent, it's time to jar up the colas. Use seal- 
able glass jars and check on them often at first. 
It's amazing how much moisture is still deep 
within your buds; within hours of jarring “dry" 
nugs, they will feel moist again. 

The best cure is always a slow cure. The 
most important thing to avoid is letting the buds 
mold due to too much moisture in the jars. Jars 
left in a cool, dark place for several months will 


provide a smoke with all of the hallmarks of 
properly cured pot: a smooth, earthy and pleas¬ 
ant taste and a light white ash. You never need to 
keep relighting joints of well-cured weed—they 
burn clean, without the coal-like properties so 
often found in commercial crops. 

Remember, growers: Don't give up so close 
to the finish line. Be sure to cure! 

NEW BREED 

I'd like to start by saying that I've been a fan of 
HIGH TIMES for about two years now. I recently 
completed my first grow with the help of your 
magazine and especially Jorge Cervantes, who 
I’d say is a pioneer in the cannabis world. My 
work and education paid off, and I got some good 
smoke—for the “Show Me” State, anyway. 

I'm ready to try round two now. I have a plan, 
but I'd like to hear from the professionals before 
I get started. The strains I’ve chosen are Lowry- 
der #2 (feminized), Easy Ryder (feminized), Maui 
Wowee and Blackberry. I want to cross the Maui 
and Blackberry with both auto-flowering strains, 
and my question is: Will two regular strains 
crossed with auto-flowering strains produce a 
stable new strain? I have Jorge’s “medical-grow 
bible” and about 25 issues of HT, but I haven’t ex¬ 
perimented with crossing strains yet. I’m defi¬ 


nitely an amateur, but working towards having 
the best I can produce with my very own 
hands. I’m forever grateful for any advice you 
guys may have for me and will always be a 
true fan. Thanks! 

Curtis in Missouri 

Dear Curtis, 

Breeding cannabis requires knowledge and 
practice as well as a keen eye for favorable 
traits. Your proposed crossing of auto-flower- 
ing and feminized strains with regular ones 
will most likely result in only muddying the 
cannabis gene pool. Some of the progeny from 
this cross will behave like one of the parents, 
while others will show a wide variety of traits, 
making for a confusing set of children that 
will probably be quite unstable and not result 
in the kind of genetics you’re looking for. It 
would take several generations of back- 
crossing to stabilize these varieties, so I sug¬ 
gest that you leave that to professional 
breeders and choose the strains you want to 
grow from the wide selection of available 
seeds and clones already in existence. 

BUD MOLD 

I'm having a problem that I hope you can help 
me with, and that problem is mold. We’ve had

six straight days of rain here, and my girls are 
starting to develop rot in some of their buds. Is 
there anything I can do to stop it? I was hoping 
for three more weeks before harvesting. Help! 

P-Brown 

Dear P-Brown, 

Unfortunately, if the weather conditions that you 
describe persist, your only real option is an 
early harvest. Consistent rain will only encour¬ 
age more mold, and your buds will continue to 
rot—worse, at an accelerated pace now that the 
fungus has a foothold. 

Cut down your plants immediately and take 
care to prune out any moldy patches before dry¬ 
ing. Use a dehumidifier in your drying chamber 
to discourage any remaining mold from spread¬ 
ing, and consider yourself lucky that the damage 
was minimal—many farmers have lost whole 
cannabis crops due to excessive moist weather 
in the fall. Also, remember that you should 
never smoke or distribute buds that you suspect 
of being moldy. 

GUANO KNOW? 

I have a question about the article “Subcools 
Super Soil” in the March '09 HIGH TIMES: Does 
he use Peruvian bat guano, which is high in ni¬ 
trogen and phosphorus, or a bat guano that is 
rich in phosphorus alone?

Dear Hockey Carl, 

I contacted Subcool, who was still grinning from 
getting his first HT cover with his incredible 



Space Bomb strain, and this is how he responded: 
"I use Peace of Mind Guano geared to blooming 
with a higher phosphorus count (0-4-0). I get my 
nitrogen from the worm castings and blood meal 
that we add at the beginning of our soil-making 
process." Thanks, Subby! 

GOOD TIMER 

Hey, I'm a big fan of HIGH TIMES and I just had a 
question. I’ve grown outdoors before and had a 
very successful crop. Now, I’m just starting my 
own crop indoors, and I was wondering how soon 
it will be before I need a timer. I don’t have one 
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yet, but my plants are quite young. Still, I don't 
want to screw up the growth process by not giving 
them the proper lighting. 

Aiden 

Dear Aiden, 

You don't need a timer immediately—your plants 
are still in their vegetative-growth stage, and 
anywhere from 18 to 24 hours of light is accept¬ 
able during this period. However, as soon as 
you're ready to begin flowering them, you will 
need a timer to ensure that the plants receive the 
12 hours of light and 12 hours of uninterrupted 
darkness necessary to induce fruiting or “bud¬ 
ding.” So be sure to invest in a reliable timer be¬ 
fore you induce flowering. 

MALE ENHANCEMENT 

Love your website, hightimes.com! I have three 
male plants in my indoor garden. Can I cut the 
male stigmas (with pollen balls) from them to 
keep them from pollinating my females? If so, 
when should I cut them off? Right now, everything 
is two weeks into flowering. 

Jim 

Dear Jim, 

I'm not sure why you would want any male plants 
in your garden. It doesn't sound like you're ex¬ 
perimenting with breeding, so my only advice is 
to get rid of the males as quickly as possible. 

Male cannabis plants are no good for smoking, 
cooking or hash-making, and their only excuse 
for being in the growroom is if you're planning on 
pollinating your females during a seed-breeding 
project. Otherwise, kill them as soon as you can, 
with extreme prejudice, and hope that no pollen 
sacs released their genetics to seed and spoil 
your crop. 

GROW BOX 

I'm a new grower with a question. Because I have 
an 8-year-old son, I want to use a lockable grow 
cabinet in a separate section of my house. I'd pre¬ 
fer to grow some sativas, as I like them better. Is it 
possible to grow them efficiently in a cabinet 
that's 3.5 feet in height, or should I get a taller 
unit? 

Mark 

Dear Mark, 

Sativas can be grown out in cabinets, but there are 
several factors to consider. First, you should in¬ 
duce the flowering process earlier in order to 
keep the plant from stretching too tall. Second, be 
sure to purchase a taller unit to ensure that you 
have enough room to grow out a longer-flowering 
and lankier variety. Third, look into pruning tech¬ 
niques to keep the canopy at a manageable level. 

But there's one more thing that you should 
absolutely consider, and that's the risk of grow¬ 
ing pot with an 8-year-old child in the house. Un¬ 
less you're protected by a medical-marijuana law 
in your state, you're risking not only your free¬ 
dom, but also the custody of your son. Unfortu¬ 
nately, we live in an age when allegedly 
well-meaning authorities take it upon them¬ 
selves to tell us how we can and can't raise our 
children. I've heard too many horrifying tales of 
Child Protective Services taking farmers' chil¬ 
dren away from them after a bust not to inform 
you of the possibility. Good luck!

HALOGENS 


Hi! It’s my first time growing, and I started by ger¬ 
minating two seeds. I’m using a 500-watt halogen 
bulb, but when I put my hand near the light, it’s 
really hot. How far should I keep the light away 
from my pot? And is this light good for growing? 

Smokey 

DearSmokey, 

Halogen bulbs are not good for growing mari¬ 
juana: As you’ve already noticed, they give off 
too much heat and not enough of the lumens 
necessary to properly flower plants. I highly 
recommend either high-intensity discharge 
lighting, such as high-pressure sodium (HPS) or 
metal halide (MH) lamps, or the newer compact 
fluorescent lights available specifically for 
growing plants. LED’s are also showing some 
promise in terms of efficiency, but the technol¬ 
ogy is expensive and still developing. 


MUM’S THE WORD 

Danny, I was wondering if growing a few Dal¬ 
matian chrysanthemums in my garden would 
act as a natural insecticide? The pyrethrum 
sprays, though effective, also burn my plants 
every time I use them. Thanks! 

Will 

Dear Will, 

“Companion plants” have been used for cen¬ 
turies by farmers who understand their 
unique benefits in the garden. Some of these 
plants repel insects, while others provide 
available nitrogen as cover crops. Diversity is 
important in all gardens in order to keep pests 
or diseases from gaining a foothold, as they do 
in the typical monoculture environment. 

Dalmatian chrysanthemums contain natu¬ 
ral pyrethrums that repel and even kill many of 
the insects that prey upon our prized plants. 
Growing them among your cannabis will defi¬ 
nitely help deter pest activity, but remember 
that pest control is a multilayered process. 
Some other companion plants helpful around 
cannabis are marigolds, chamomiles and cab¬ 
bages. 

Try diluting the pyrethrum sprays if you 
continue to use them. Also, rinse them off your 
plants with plain water within an hour of appli¬ 
cation to keep from burning the leaves. 

I NEED A MIRACLE 

I have a plant that’s two and a half weeks old. 
When it first came up, I put some Miracle-Gro 
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on it, and now the leaves are curling up on the 
outer edges. What happened?

Dear Jnos45, 

You have overfertilized your plant. Miracle-Gro 
and similar chemical-nutrient brands are sold 
in a concentrated form and must be diluted be¬ 
fore applying to young plants. I wouldn't rec¬ 
ommend these products for cannabis, as they 
are not organic and are very easy to overapply. 

First, flush the plant with plain water and 
make sure that plenty of it runs out the bottom 
of your container. (Some people like to do this 
in the shower, since it's easy to drain and 
keeps things from getting too messy.) Next, 
get yourself some organic nutrients—or, bet¬ 
ter yet, learn to brew your own compost tea— 
and you'll be well on your way to healthier 
plants and better-quality marijuana. 

CHOOSING MOMS 

First off, I just want to say how awesome you 
guys are—I could only dream of doing the kind 
of good work that you do. Okay, so I just fin¬ 
ished reading “Selecting the Perfect Clone 
Mother” (HT July '08). The article states that 
you’re going to tell me how to perform an ex¬ 
periment to get a kick-ass mother plant. Then 
it goes on to say that you plant from seed in 
soil, use a fluorescent light for 25 to 30 days 
(till they show pre-flowers), dump the males 
and move to a 12/12-hour light schedule using 
an HPS lamp. Then you flower for 55 to 65 
days, chop the plants down, and smoke them 
to get a feeling for what kind of nugs you’ll be 
expecting to grow. Okay, simple enough; and 
the plant that has the traits you like, you want 
to clone—nothing new here. But how do I clone 
a plant that I just chopped down after weeks of 
flowering? I’m not trying to put you guys down, 
but I bought that issue of HIGH TIMES because 
I have some Purps coming in from BC Bud 
Depot and I want to get the best phenotype. So 
I actually want to know: How can I clone a plant 
that I have already harvested and smoked? 
Thanks for your time,

Dear C. Cuz, 

Sorry for any confusion, but the article—writ¬ 
ten by HT contributor Mr. Hades—refers to 
testing the clones grown out from mother 
plants, not the mother plants themselves. In 
other words, seeds are planted and grown out, 
and then cuttings are taken of these vegetating 
plants. It’s the cuttings that are flowered out 
for testing, but the original seed plants remain 
in their vegetative state in order to keep them 
producing clones. 

You can also flower the seedling and keep 
a clone of it as the mother plant, but it's very 
important to label the moms and clones prop¬ 
erly so that you know which ones correspond 
to each other. That way, you can test out the 
buds before you decide which ones to hold 
onto for your future projects. And always keep 
a cutting or two from your seedlings just in 
case you happen to find an incredible pheno¬ 
type that you’d like to continue growing and 
smoking. ^

Regulating humidity in the 
winter requires constant mon¬ 
itoring both day and night— 
particularly in homes with 
heating systems that go off 
and on. Electric furnaces will 
lower humidity while they run, 
but gas and oil furnaces raise 
humidity. Also, check all vent 
openings to make sure that 
cold air from the outside isn’t 
leaking back into the grow¬ 
room, and spend extra time 
examining the undersides of 
leaves for pests and diseases, 
which find your warm, humid 
garden an oasis during the 
winter. 

Also, keep in mind that any 
aromas leaking from the grow¬ 
room will also be most notice¬ 
able in the winter months, so 
perhaps it’s time to replace 
that old charcoal filter? 


Winter is the best time to grow indoors. 



OUTDOORS 

The short, frigid final days of 
winter provide an ideal oppor¬ 
tunity to fertilize your mind 
with some new grow informa¬ 
tion. Head to the library, book¬ 
store or Internet, or pull out 
that old stack of HIGH TIMES 
from the back of your closet; 
odds are that you’ll learn 
something invaluable that can 
be applied to next season’s 
gardening endeavors. Most 
cultivation information—but 
not all!—applies to any kind of 
plant you’re growing, so don't 
be afraid to read a book on 
general organic outdoor gar¬ 
dens and see what you can find 


to use in your own efforts. 

Remember, the only true 
cultivation expert is the one 
who knows that there’s always 
something new to learn!

When it comes to growroom se¬ 
curity, a cannabis-protecting 
canine can’t be beat. Whether 
indoors or out, the presence of 
a large but obedient dog acts as 
a powerful deterrent to anyone 
who may consider entering 
your private areas with ill in¬ 
tent. Also, should some unin¬ 
vited guest stumble upon your 
precious secret, a barking dog 
will simultaneously chase them 
from the scene and alert you to 
the intrusion. Plus, a dog isn’t 
considered a weapon, can’t be 
compelled to testify against you 
in court, and will provide the 
kind of faithful companionship 
that growers require while 
watching the grass grow. ^
